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JUVENILE DELINQUENCY 


BRITISH BOOKS OF THE LAST DECADE 
T. A. HAMILTON BAYNES 


JUVENILE Delinquency became almost front page news during the war 
when the number of children appearing before the Courts increased 
spectacularly. Wise magistrates and social workers welcomed this tribute 
to the efficacy of the normal peace-time home, with father and mother both 
taking their share in bringing up their children as law-abiding citizens. 
What is somewhat curious is that public interest in the subject has not abated; 
more is being published than might be expected, although authors often 
begin with an apology for ‘yet another book on the subject’. 


Magistrates would agree that the most important book of the last decade 
is Arms of the Law by Margery Fry (1951, Gollancz, 8s.6d.). After tracing the 
origins of criminal law Miss Fry examines the practical effect of deterrent 
punishment and doubts its efficacy. Everyone should read the chapter 
‘Digression on Fear’ and learn the weakness in ‘the penny-in-the-slot’ way 
of protecting society. The views of two other well-known magistrates are 
equally stimulating. J. F. Watson’s The Child and the Magistrate (1950, Cape, 
12s.6d.) has been revised and enlarged. This book has become firmly estab- 
lished as a popular classic owing to its very readable style and its clear 
authority. Sir Basil Henriques followed up The Indiscretions of a Magistrate 
(1950, Harrap, 8s.6d.) with The Home-menders (1955, Harrap, 10s.6d.). 
Anyone who has heard Sir Basil lecture will appreciate these two books with 
their warm humanity, edged with humour. By contrast The Juvenile Offender 
by G. L. Reakes (1953, Christopher Johnson, t1os.6d.), a chairman of a 
provincial juvenile court, is almost reactionary. 


Another magistrate, a prolific writer with decided views, was Sir Leo 
Page. His recurring theme is the importance to the community in making 
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sure that the right treatment is prescribed from the very first appearance. An 
upholder of the lay magistracy, he is anxious that magistrates should under- 
stand what they are about. In The Sentence of the Court (1948, Faber, 10s.6d.) 
there are significant chapters on ‘Mismanaged Cases—the Young Offender’. 
Another of his books, The Young Lag (1950, Faber, 18s.), is a case history of 
twenty-three young men. From these he cites as the main causes of crime 
the decay of religion and family life, the lack of clubs, indiscipline, the bad 
example of older people, and mistaken treatment in the early stages. It is 
good to be able to include in this article a lecture by such a well-known 
authority as Claud Mullins, Marriage Failures and the Children (1954, Epworth 
Press, 3s.6d.). Although never a juvenile court magistrate Mr. Mullins has 
the interest of children very much at heart and again emphasises the dangers 
in the present deterioration of family life. 


All books by magistrates and other experts are unexpectedly popular. As 
one publisher has written: “There appears to be a definite interest in and 
demand for works of this type by recognised authorities.’ 


Magistrates are the first to admit that they are not authorities on the law, 
and it is valuable to have contributions to the literature by Magistrates’ 
Clerks. Clarke Hall and Morrison’s Law relating to Children and Young Persons 
(sth edition 1956, Butterworth, 90s.) is now edited by Mr. A. C. L. 
Morrison himself and Mr. L. G. Banwell. This is the standard work on the 
law relating to children. A comparison with the first edition in 1933 shows 
how much legislation has been devoted to the welfare of children. A rather 
easier book to handle, but giving all the essential features of the law, with an 
admirable index, is A Guide to Juvenile Court Law (4th edition 1956, Jordan 
& Sons, 12s.6d.) by G. H. F. Mumford. Mr. F. T. Giles is Chief Clerk of the 
Clerkenwell Magistrates Court and has found time to write three absorbingly 
interesting books. The Juvenile Courts (Allen & Unwin, 6s.) was published 
in 1946. Mr. Giles has a different method of approach in considering why 
so many children live honest law-abiding lives. At the same time he rightly 
considers whether our Juvenile Courts are equal to the task imposed upon 
them and decides that they are. His other two books maintain the high level 
of the first. They are: The Magistrates’ Courts (1949, Penguin Books, 2s.6d.) 
and The Criminal Law (1954, Penguin Books) which, however, has only a 
relatively short chapter dealing with children. 


The chief instrument used by juvenile court magistrates is the probation 
order. The first Probation of Offenders Act was passed in 1907. All those 
interested should have some knowledge of the law, of statistics, of statutory 
instruments and Home Office circulars. Probation by H. Homfray Cooper 
(1949, Shaw & Sons, 21s.) contains all these with useful notes as to their 
interpretation. Mr. Cooper is himself a clerk to the justices and an authority. 
One of the best books for the normal reader is The English Penal System by 
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Winifred A. Elkin (1957, Penguin Books, 3s.6d.). Although this covers the 
whole range of offenders, she has much to say about children and discusses 
the age of criminal responsibility and the possibility of non-judicial bodies, 
as in Scandinavia, to determine the appropriate treatment. Her previous 
book English Juvenile Courts (1938, Kegan Paul) must be mentioned as an 
outstanding work. In Probation and Re-Education by E. R. Glover (1949, 
Routledge & Kegan Paul, 15s.) we learn what in fact a probation officer 
does when entrusted with the supervision of an offender. This book is most 
readable and should be given high priority by anyone studying the subject. 


It is helpful for those who traffic in the Juvenile Courts to know some 
fundamental facts about children and their misbehaviour. Juvenile Delinquency 
in an English Middletown, edited by Hermann Mannheim (1948, Kegan Paul, 
14s.) is an account of research undertaken in Cambridge. Tables are given 
of every conceivable kind: size of families, religious denomination, occupa- 
tion of fathers, offences committed in ‘gangs’, etc. A more difficult book for 
the ordinary reader is The Young Delinquent in his Social Setting by 
T. Ferguson (1952, Oxford University Press, 1os.6d.) This is an account of 
research in Glasgow on the causes of delinquency and on the effect of remedial 
measures. Five enquiries in the North Kensington area of London, in Bristol, 
the West Riding, Rotherham and Luton are analysed in Problem Families 
edited by C. P. Blacker (1952, Eugenics Society, ss.). A study of the work 
done in Manchester and Salford by social services of all kinds for 118 families 
whose children came into public care is given in The Neglected Child and the 
Social Services by D. V. Donnison (2nd edition 1956, Manchester University 
Press, 12s.6d.). A different kind of research was undertaken by Professor 
M. Griinhut—Juvenile Offenders before the Courts (1956, Oxford University 
Press, 21s.), Professor Griinhut is a recognised authority on the subject. His 
endeavour is ‘to disclose two unknown factors, the volume and structure of 
delinquency . . . and the treatment policy of magistrates in the different 
courts’, basing his research on figures from 134 police districts. 


Research of any kind is apt to be expensive. Fortunately the Carnegie 
United Kingdom Trust was prepared to sponsor an intensive study of a 
group of delinquents, in fact 103 youths aged between fifteen and eighteen, 
who had been committed to an approved school. Delinquency and Human 
Nature by D. H. Stott (1950, Carnegie United Kingdom Trust, 5s.) is the 
result. In each case, it appeared, the delinquent acts were the product of a 
long and complicated history of influences leading in some cases right back 
to babyhood. Dr. Stott has followed this up with Saving Children from 
Delinquency (1952, University of London Press, 12s.6d.) and Unsettled 
Children and their Parents (1956, University of London Press, 16s.). Juvenile 
delinquency is often attributed to the failure of parents. In this latter study 
Dr. Stott addresses himself to the question of why even parents with the 
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highest principles and best intentions sometimes fail with their children. 
Dr. J. D. W. Pearce in Juvenile Delinquency (1952, Cassell) concludes: “The 
main conditions which are fundamentally responsible for most juvenile 
delinquency lie more in defects and maladjustments of the society which is 
responsible for the nurture of children than in delinquent children them- 
selves.” The importance of mother love in early years, with the corollary 
that much psychological disturbance is attributable to the early separation 
of the child from its mother, is emphasised by Dr. John Bowlby in Child 
Care and the Growth of Love (1953, Penguin Books, 3s.6d.). But what if a 
child never has mother-lovez Children Without Homes by T. F. Tucker 
(1952, Bodley Head, 9s.6d.), who is a Chief Executive Officer of Dr. 
Barnardo’s Homes, describes the development of ‘institutional’ children. In 
this connection an unusual book about a grim subject will be read with 
interest. Nobody Wanted Sam by Mary Hopkirk (1949, Murray) has as a 
sub-title “The story of the unwelcomed child 1530-1948’, and we follow 
the attitude of society towards ‘Sam’ down the ages. 


To the layman psychoanalysts are forbidding, but in difficult cases their 
help is inv aluable. ‘ayward Youth by August Aichorn (revised edition 1951, 
Imago Publishing Co., 10s.6d.) is not a book for everyone, but this Viennese 
psychoanalyst achieved extraordinary success in the treatment of delinquent 
boys. Dr. Eustace Chesser is the author of a number of books on sex, 
marriage and children. His book Humanly Speaking (1953, Hutchinson, 
8s.6d.) is a collection of addresses, and it is pleasant to read the words of 
a psychologist and understand them. Another book by a psychiatrist is 
The Earliest Stages of Delinquency by H. Edelston (1952, Livingstone, 10s.6d.). 
It is his claim to have introduced in this study the new psychiatric approach 
without losing sight of traditional moral standards. It is instructive to see the 
Child Guidance Clinic at work. While on this topic a quite remarkable book 
must be mentioned: Mr. Lyward’s Answer by Michael Burn (1956, Hamish 
Hamilton, 21s.). At Finchden Manor live some forty boys at a time, most 
of fairly high intelligence, some from public schools, some from secondary 
schools; some whose fees are paid by their parents, others by the Local 
Education Authority; some come on the advice of doctors, others through 
probation officers. All these are in some way ‘maladjusted’ or ‘emotionally 
disturbed’ and Mr. Lyward provides emotional security from external 
pressures. It is a story of a successful pioneering experiment. 


Although every effort is made by use of Probation and conditional dis- 
charge to avoid taking a child from his home, inevitably there comes a time 
when institutional treatment and discipline is necessary. C. A. Joyce is 
known to many as an inspiring broadcaster. As headmaster of the Cotswold 
school he has had opportunities of putting into effect most original ideas on 
dealing with troublesome boys. By Courtesy of the Criminal (1955, Harrap, 
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8s.6d.) is full of wisdom and wit. His personality comes out in his writing, 
in for instance his strong belief in the need for a religious basis for reforma- 
tion. Before reaching the Cotswold, or any other, Approved School every 
boy has to pass through a Classifying School. Many think that such classifica- 
tion as is necessary could be undertaken in Remand Homes, but John Gittins 
as the principal of the first classifying school gives a good account of the 
methods followed in Approved School Boys (1952, H.M. Stationery Office. 
4s.). The Home Office is responsible for Approved Schools, to which in fact 
the department gives ‘approval’. The Seventh Report on the Work of the 
Children’s Department (1955, H.M. Stationery Office, 6s.) deals with Juvenile 
Courts, Approved Schools and Remand Homes. 


Borstal institutions are used for older boys. Prisons and Borstals, England and 
Wales (3rd edition 1957, H.M. Stationery Office, ss.) tells of recent innova- 
tions such as home leave, and includes a note on the new type of institution— 
the detention centre. A book for the serious student is Prediction Methods in 
Relation to Borstal Training by Hermann Mannheim and Leslie T. Wilkins 
(1955, H.M. Stationery Office, 17s.6d.). A. G. Rose has made a study, Five 
Hundred Borstal Boys (1954, Blackwell, 21s.), in which he has grouped and 
analysed all their characteristics with a view to determining if the system can 
be improved. 


Mention must be made of The Howard Journal (The Howard League for 
Penal Reform, 3s.), an annual review of modern methods for the prevention 
and treatment of crime and juvenile delinquency. Finally, although outside 
our period, in case there are still those who think that corporal punishment is 
the answer to all juvenile delinquency, the Report of the Departmental Com- 
mittee on Corporal Punishment (1938, Command Paper 5684, H.M. Stationery 
Office, 4s.6d.) disposes, one would hope for all time, of the myth that birch- 
ing, as ordered by a court, is a deterrent.

EDUCATION AND THE PHILOSOPHIC MIND. Edited by A. V. 
Judges. Harrap, 8s.6d. 1957. 19 cm. 206 pages. 
Addressed originally to teachers, this collection of lectures includes a remarkable 
diversity of viewpoints. The subjects covered range from Neo-Thomism on the one 
hand to Scientific Humanism on the other. The aim is to lay bare the consequences 
for education of the application in practice of the various theories, each of which 
claims a measure of autonomy. The paper by Professor Arnaud Reid on ‘Philosophy 
and Education’ represents a summing-up and general appraisal of the whole. The 
level of argument is high. There is a noteworthy analysis of Logical Positivism by 
Professor Barnes, and of Behaviourism by Professor Mace. This book should be in 
the library of every Teachers Training College. (104) 


MENTAL DEFICIENCY. L. T. Hilliard and Brian H. Kirman with the 
assistance of four contributors. Churchill, 60s. 1957. 24 cm. $36 pages. Illustrations. 
References. Indexes. 

The authors, Consultant Psychiatrists, Fountain Hospital, London, with the Con- 

sultant Neuropathologist at the same hospital, two psychologists in the Medical 

Research Council Social Psychiatry Research Unit and an occupational therapist, 

present a most interesting documented work for physicians, post-graduate students 

and those concerned with the treatment, education and care of mental defectives. 

Its approach is clinical and social, rather than genetic, like the earlier textbooks. The 

first part deals with the social, aetiological, pathological and psychological aspects, 

the second with clinical aspects, giving case historics of different types of mental 
deficiency, and the third with treatment and training. Throughout, the law in the 

United Kingdom relating to care and education is elucidated and practical arrange- 

ments for its implementation are fully described. (132) 


A STUDY IN ETHICAL THEORY. D. M. Mackinnon. Black, 215. 
19$7. 22°5 cm. 288 pages. Index. 
Professor Mackinnon has long been recognised as a philosophical ‘lone-wolf,’ a 
champion of unpopular causes, and an opponent of much of the current orthodoxy 
in philosophy. This is his first full-length book. Since ethics is a subject which cannot 
be studied without reference to politics on the one hand and metaphysics on the 
other, the author is in his element: for he is a philosopher who believes in engagement 
in the French sense, and he cannot analyse such concepts as Duty, Right and Value 
without issuing out of the lecture-room into the arena. Even so, the argument of the 
book is disciplined and expounded with disarming modesty; but the result is a 
powerful counterblast to the utilitarian and hedonistic views of ethics which still 
attract so many adherents. (171)

ENCYCLOPEDIA OF BIBLE LIFE. Madeleine S. Miller and J. Lane 
Miller. Revised edition. Black, 40s. 1957. 24 cm. $10 pages. Illustrations. Maps in 
colour. Bibliography. Indexes. 

First published in the United States in 1944 and revised there in 1955, this is a very 

detailed reference book dealing with people, places and activities mentioned in the 

Bible. Its twenty-two chapters are arranged alphabetically under such subjects as 

Animals, Apparel, Defense, Homes, Jewelry, Social Structures, Water Supply and 

Worship. Each chapter is sub-divided into short sections which deal individually 

with all aspects of the particular subject, and at the end of each chapter there is a 

bibliography (in which dates of publication are unfortunately omitted). There are 

245 photographs, a useful section of fourteen coloured maps of the Bible areas, and 

an index of Biblical quotations. (220-803) 


FROM BOSSUET TO NEWMAN: THE IDEA OF DOCTRINAL 
DEVELOPMENT. Owen Chadwick. Cambridge University Press, 25s. 19$7. 
22 cm. 266 pages. Index. (Birkbeck Lectures 1955-56) 

The author is Master of Selwyn College, Cambridge University, and one of the 

most respected scholars in the Church of England. Here he is at his very best, bringing 

his great learning, his wit, and his powers of human understanding to the elucidation 
of one of the cardinal problems of the Christian religion. Is its doctrine larger than 
that of the early church? And, if so, how is it justified? The problem grew out of the 
post-Reformation disputes, and became accentuated as historians began to show that 
doctrine had, undoubtedly, developed. Dr. Chadwick shows how theologians tackled 
the problem in 17th century Spain, 18th century England, and early 19th century 

Germany, and devotes the second half of the book to Newman’s dawning discovery 

of it, his famous Essay on Development, and its repercussions. Both scholar and keen- 

minded amateur will be delighted by this brilliant and original book. (230) 


ADVENTURE IN SEARCH OF A CREED. F. C. Happold. Faber, 
I§s. 19§7. 20°§ cm. 220 pages. Bibliography. Index. 
In this illuminating and unhurried discussion, the author, in his endeavour to find 
the meaning of existence, takes as his data the total experience of the human race. 
He contends that there are different levels of knowing, each disclosing some element 
of reality. For him, the knowledge of God is the highest form of knowing and he 
discusses with critical appreciation the mystic claim. The chapters on mysticism and 
on the beauty of dogma contain much that is valuable and constructive. Readers will 
turn with interest to the list of books upon which the author has drawn in his 
adventure. (230) 


THE FORMATION OF CHRISTIAN DOGMA. An Historical Study 
of its Problem. Martin Werner. Translated from the German with an introduction 
by S. G. F. Brandon. Black, 30s. 1957. 23 cm. 368 pages. Frontispiece. Indexes. 

The present important work which is a shortened version of the author's larger 

German treatise first published in 1941 accepts as its starting-point the view of 

Schweitzer that the Kingdom for Jesus and the primitive Church was wholly future. 

When the hope of the immediate establishment of the Kingdom began to wane, the 

Church was compelled to find a key to its message elsewhere and Christianity was 

interpreted in mystical and metaphysical terms. Hence it is argued that there is no 

continuity between the faith of the New Testament and the life and theology of the 
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early Church. While the author, who is a professor in the University of Bern, 
displays much skill and learning as he expounds and defends his thesis, it must be 
admitted that his original premises are open to grave objection and his picture of 
the contrast between New Testament and subsequent Christology is overdrawn.

RELIGIOUS LANGUAGE. An Empirical Placing of Theological Phrases. 
Ian T. Ramsey. S.C.M. Press, 18s. 1957. 22°5 cm. 192 pages. Indexes. (Library of 
Philosophy and Theology) 

Contemporary philosophy is largely concerned with the analysis and implications of 

language and, while at least in its earlier phases it seemed to deny significance to 

religious propositions, partly on the ground that what could not be verified by sense 
experience is inadmissible, it is being increasingly recognised that ‘logical empiricism’ 
challenges an inquiry into the logic of theological assertions. The main aim of this 
scholarly, timely, if occasionally difficult volume, is to justify the use of religious 
language, to examine the logic of its claims and to show the gains that accrue to 
theology by a fearless acceptance of the challenge of current philosophic thought. 

Having asked at the outset: “To what kind of situation does religion appeal?’ the 

author, who is Professor of the Philosophy of the Christian Religion, Oxford, 

discusses some traditional characterisations of God, the language of the Bible and of 

Christian doctrine. (230-01) 


BEYOND THE GOSPELS. Roderic Dunkerley. Penguin Books, 3s.6d. 
1957. 18 cm. 170 pages. Index. Paper covers. (Pelican Books) 
In recent years, considerable interest has been awakened by the question as to what 
can be known about Jesus outside the New Testament. While the historicity of Jesus 
is not seriously challenged, it is inevitable that confirmation of the narratives of the 
Gospels should be sought if possible in pagan and Jewish literature. Further, the hope 
may be entertained that fresh information about Jesus may be found in non- 
Christian literature and in archaeological studies. In this book the author addresses 
himself to these two inquiries and provides for the general reader a lucid and balanced 
summary of the evidence at our disposal. (232-9) 


THE LADDER OF PERFECTION. Walter Hilton. Newly translated from 
the fourteenth century English by Leo Sherley-Price. Penguin Books, 3s.6d. 1957. 
18 cm. 288 pages. Paper covers. (Penguin Classics) 

Of the 14th century author of The Ladder of Perjection little is known, but the work 

itself has had a wide influence. This rendering by Leo Sherley-Price is based on the 

late Evelyn Underhill’s edition of the original manuscripts and the translation is 
competent and readable. The book concerns the life of Contemplation and the basis 
of its teaching is to be found in the threefold mystic path—purgation, illumination and 
union. Here much is written of enduring value about meditation, self-knowledge, 
contemplation and activity. The translator has provided a useful introduction and 
added explanatory notes. (242) 


THE EARLY CHURCH AND THE COMING GREAT CHURCH. 
John Knox. Epworth Press, 128.6d. 1957. 20°5 cm. 160 pages. Index. 

The author, who is a professor at Union Theological Seminary, New York, has 

written a scholarly volume which will be of interest not only to students of the New 

Testament but to all concerned about the reunion of the Churches. While recognising 
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that the primitive Church has a peculiar authority, he inquires how far it can be 
considered to provide infallible guidance. He shows that, in spite of the fact that it 
shared a common life and faith, there was division in the early Church and that the 
elements of order which later emerged must be taken into account in the quest for 
reunion as well as the activities of the life-giving Spirit of the first century. The 
‘coming great Church’ must be ‘catholic’ as well as ‘apostolic’. Special attention may 
be directed to the chapters on diversity and division in the early Church and the 
nature of its authority. (260-9) 


LIVING LANGUAGES IN CATHOLIC WORSHIP. An Historical 
Inquiry. Cyril Korolevsky. Translated from the French by Donald Attwater. 
Longmans, 15s. 1957. 22°5 cm. 206 pages. Index. 

Today the question of the use of the vernacular in the worship of the Western 

Church is hotly debated. Father Cyril Korolevsky, who is a priest of the Byzantine 

rite and official consultant in Rome, has written a book which puts the matter in a 

much broader perspective. He makes a scholarly historical examination of liturgical 

language in the Eastern and Western parts of the Church from earliest times to the 
present day. An enormous number of interesting facts emerge, many of which 
justify the author’s implied conviction of the need for the introduction of the spoken 

language in the liturgy. (264-02) 


THE FAITH, HISTORY AND PRACTICE OF THE CHURCH 
OF ENGLAND. Albert William Eaton. Hodder & Stoughton, 7s.6d. boards; 
4s.6d. paper covers. 1957. 18-5 cm. 152 pages. 

THE BISHOPS COME TO LAMBETH. Dewi Morgan. Mowbray, 7s.6d. 
cloth; ss. paper covers. 1957. 18-5 cm. 142 pages. Bibliography. Index. 

The first of these books is in the nature of an instruction course which has met with 

an enthusiastic welcome not only from the Leicester diocese where it was first 

introduced by Canon Eaton but in many parts of England and, indeed, other lands. 

It is what it professes to be—a concise guide to the beliefs, history, worship and life 

of the Church of England—and it deserves a wide circulation within and without 

the Anglican communion. In the second book we have the story of the expansion of 
the English Church overseas and of the relations of growing intimacy—symbolised 
and in part made effective by the Lambeth Conference—between the Church of 

England and other Churches of the world-wide Anglican communion. In view of 

the meeting of the bishops from all over the world at Lambeth in 1958, this brief 

survey will be of value for an understanding of the place and function of the Lambeth

FOOTPRINTS OF GAUTAMA THE BUDDHA. Being the Story of 
Portions of his Ministerial Life. Marie Beuzeville Byles. Rider, 16s. 1957. 22 cm. 
228 pages. Sources. Index. 

The unhappiness of mankind so upset Siddhartha Gautama that at the age of twenty- 

nine he left his father’s palace, and his wife and child, and went into the wilderness 

to try to puzzle it all out. After six years of privation he became a Buddha or an 

Enlightened One; and for the next forty-five years he wandered about the world 

teaching and gathering disciples. The twenty-five stories of the Buddha’s ministerial 

life retold here by Miss Byles are taken from different Pali books, and the whole has 
been woven together most skilfully. The result is a work of art as well as an excellent 
introduction to Buddhism. (294°3) 
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THE WAY OF ZEN. Alan W. Watts. Thames & Hudson, 25s. 1957. 21°5 cm. 
254 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 
Professor Watts wrote his first study of Zen Buddhism in early youth. The present 
work is therefore the fruit of repeated reflection and mature thinking. The difficulty 
of writing about Zen is that it resists definition. Zen is the direct, intuitive and 
practical grasp of the Tao, the “Way’: hence the book’s title. Professor Watts surveys 
first the origins and history of Buddhism, with special reference to the Mahayana, or 
Great Vehicle. He then proceeds to outline the principles and practice of the Doctrine. 
A final section is concerned with Zen and the Arts. Writing with his accustomed 
clarity, Professor Watts has produced a work which ranks with the classical account 
of Suzuki, though with greater popular appeal. (294°32) 


THE LORD OF THE AUTUMN MOONS. Radhakamal Mukerjec. 
Asia Publishing House (Bombay, India), Rs.6. 1957. 19 cm. 180 pages. Frontispiece. 
Index. 

This is the story of the Lord Krishna’s dallying with the Gopis (milk-maids) in 

Vrndavana (a celestial region). It is a charming allegory and—to Western eyes— 

rather erotic, but one must be careful not to read Western ideas into these scriptures. 

The book is a translation of the essence of the Bhagavata, the Bible of the Vaish- 

navites, i.c., the worshippers of Krishna in His loving or Bhakti form. The Bhagavata, 

of which The Lord of the Autumn Moons is the Tenth Skandha or section, unlike the 

Bhagavadgita, is more or less unknown in the West. The translator, Dr. Mukerjee, 

Vice-Chancellor of Lucknow University, has supplied copious notes to the text and 

a learned introduction. A valuable work for those who are interested in Hinduism.

ALL THINGS MADE NEW. A Comprehensive Outline of the Baha’{ Faith. 
John Ferraby. Allen & Unwin, 30s. 1957. 22°5 cm. 318 pages. References. Index. 
This exposition of the Bah4’i teaching is the work of the present Secretary of the 
National Spiritual Assembly of the Bahd’is of the British Isles. It has two merits: it 
is a straightforward account of the latest claim to Divine Manifestation, assuming no 
previous knowledge in the reader, and it is remarkably free from special pleading. 
Part I is an outline of the main Baha’{ teachings; Part II covers the lives of the three 
great figures of the faith, the Béb, Baha’u'll4h, and ‘Abdu’l-Bah4; Part III explains 
the structure and organisation of the Bah4’{ Community. Even if the book is read in 
a mood of strict objectivity, there are passages of the Baha’f scriptures which cannot 
fail to impress by their serene wisdom and eloquence. (299-15)

DECLARATION. Edited by Tom Maschler. MacGibbon & Kee, 18s. 1957. 
22 cm. 202 pages. Illustrations. 

Eight writers between the ages of twenty and thirty-five, several of them in vigorous 
mutual disagreement, but all outspokenly critical of the existing social order, here 
define their respective standpoints more precisely than hitherto. By far the most 
successful are those who confine themselves to a set subject, notably Kenneth Tynan, 
Lindsay Anderson and John Wain, who write on the state of the drama, the cinema, 
and critical thinking in this country, respectively, as opposed to John Osborne, the 
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dramatist, and Colin Wilson, who indulge in lengthy autobiographical reflections. 
Unlike the reactions of youth to the era of austerity, the sympathies of these 
contributors are strongly left-wing. Despite occasional naiveties, this is an extremely 
interesting symposium of some of the most talented young British writers of today.

SOVEREIGNTY. An Inquiry into the Political Good. Bertrand de Jouvenel. 
Translated from the French by J. F. Huntington. Cambridge University Press, 27s.6d. 
19$7. 22 cm. 334 pages. Index. 
Che author’s previous book Power created a considerable stir not merely in academic 
circles but among popular leaders of opinion. The present work continues the enquiry 
in all its ramifications. The merit of Jouvenel’s thought is that it is conducted on a 
level above party and partisanship. It is also informed by a wealth of knowledge. 
The divorce between political and ethical theory has reached such an extremity that 
some theorists suppose them never to have been associated. The author believes that 
unless some sort of rapprochement is effected, our heritage of civilised government will 
be in jeopardy. The difficult task of translation has been well discharged, but this 
remains a work for the specialist. (320-157) 


THE LIBERAL TEMPER IN GREEK POLITICS. Eric A. Havelock. 
Cape, 358. 1957. 22°5 cm. 444 pages. Index. 
The author, Chairman of the Department of Classics in Harvard University, traces 
the liberal current in Greek political opinion, based on anthropological as opposed 
to metaphysical and teleological ways of thinking. The sources he conjectures to be 
pre-Aeschylean (cf. Prometheus Vinctus), and the persistence of this attitude is 
examined with special reference to Democritus, the Sophists (notably Protagoras and 
Thrasymachus), and the ‘Antiphon’ fragment. The virtual elimination of such 
political and sociological thought is attributed to the successful hostility of Plato and 
Aristotle. All quotations are in English, but full references and documentation are 
provided. This challenging book will interest all students of political science.

LETTERS FROM AFRICA. Stephen King-Hall. Bles, 13s.6d. 1957. 
19$7. 22 cm. 132 pages. 
The number of books giving a survey of many parts of Africa in a small compass 
shows no sign of decreasing, but this example is superior to many, as the author 
has a long experience of public affairs and a wide background knowledge of 
administrative problems. Early in 1957 he journeyed through the Union of South 
Africa, the Federation of Rhodesia and Nyasaland, Kenya, Uganda and Tanganyika 
to study political problems and more particularly those of race relations. The book is 
in the form of eleven letters summarising his experiences and opinions in the course 
of his journey, during which he discussed the problems of Africa with a wide variety 
of men and women, though perhaps too few of them were Africans. The result is a 
temperate, thoughtful and useful survey, but inevitably, in view of its length, a 
somewhat cursory one. (325-68) 


THE UNCERTAIN ALLY. John Biggs-Davison. Christopher Johnson, 15s. 
1957. 22°§ cm. 200 pages. 

The author has been a Conservative M.P. since the 1955 General Election. Previously 

he had been a member of the Indian Civil Service and had stayed on in independent

Pakistan. The ‘Uncertain Ally’ is the U.S.A. and the book attacks both the non- 
discrimination which she advocates and Free Trade. Mr. Biggs-Davison considers 
that non-discrimination can only lead to a widening of the dollar gap and is a main 
cause of economic instability and eventually of war. He puts his case clearly, starting 
with the 19th century when Great Britain rejected Imperial Preference and bringing 
the story down to Sir Anthony Eden’s resignation in 1957. (327-09) 


DOCUMENTS ON GERMAN FOREIGN POLICY, 1918-1945. 
Series D (1937-1945). Vol. X. The War Years, June 23-August 31, 1940. H.M. 
Stationery Office, 32s.6d. 1957. 24 cm. 672 pages. 

The documents in this volume are in chronological order: the first concerns the 

Italian-French armistice pact and the last the second Vienna award in the Hungarian- 

Rumanian dispute. There is also a contents list arranged by subject with a brief 

synopsis of each document. During the period covered Soviet-German relations 

were of supreme importance. Hitler and Stalin jockeyed for position in South East 

Europe while maintaining an outward show of friendship. (327-43) 


LESS THAN KIN. A Study of Anglo-American Relations. William Clark. 
Hamish Hamilton, 16s. 1957. 22 cm. 176 pages. 
The author is well known in England as a contributor to the Observer, but he has 
also lived and worked in the U.S.A. In this stimulating essay he examines the basic 
reasons for the rivalry and sometimes distrust which have existed between the 
British and American peoples during the last century and a half. He is not, however, 
disturbed by this seeming lack of friendliness, for in his opinion the two countries 
should resemble opposing political parties in a true democracy: they attack each 
other constantly but they accept a common basis for argument and stand together 
in times of crisis. (327-73) 


AUSTRALIA IN WORLD AFFAIRS. Edited by Gordon Greenwood 
and Norman Harper. F. W. Cheshire (Melbourne, Australia) for the Australian 
Institute of International Affairs, 45s.

The various features of the Australian commercial banking system are discussed by 

the author, Professor of Economics at the Canberra University College. The sources 

of capital, the advance of capital and other credit facilities to finance commercial and 

industrial undertakings, and foreign exchange transactions are analysed within the 

framework of Australian economic development. Variations in the economy such 

as the expansion of industry and the increase in government control of private 
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economic activity have modified the structure and functions of the Australian trading 
banks, and this leads the author to a thoughtful appraisal of the development of 
government monetary policy with its reliance on central bank control. (332-1)

trends of Indian prices, national income, money supply, production and wages in 
the war and post-war periods, showing the effects of wartime taxation and post-war 
budgetary policy and price control. In this connection he considers the arguments for

Automation, the large-scale replacement of man-power by machinery, is increasing 

to an extent which must in due course be reflected in the size and composition of the 

labour force, the relative importance of management, and similar factors. This book, 
based largely on American experiences, gives enough technological data to show the 
nature of the problem, and discusses its implications from trade union, managerial

The author, who is Professor of Philosophy in the University of Natal, claims that 
the nature of legal argument has been misrepresented in juristic writings and that 
therefore there is a need for re-examination from a new standpoint of the kind of 
concepts, rules and methods used in deciding legal cases. The author illustrates this 
by giving an analysis of the reasoning used by judges in two main groups of cases 
dealing with negligence and with an attempt to commit a crime. As a philosopher, 
he attempts to point out the logical source of some legal difficulties but does not 
attempt to solve the lawyer’s problems for him. (340°5) 


MEDICAL JURISPRUDENCE AND TOXICOLOGY. John 
Glaister in collaboration with Edgar Rentoul. 1oth edition. Livingstone, 47s.6d.

In this thorough revision of an authoritative and detailed reference book for those 

professionally concerned, whether on the medical or legal side, the Regius Professor 

of Forensic Medicine, Glasgow University, with the assistance of the Lecturer, has 
taken cognisance of the various Acts passed since 1950. These include the Matrimonial 

Causes Act, 1950, Dangerous Drugs Act, 1951, Corneal Grafting Act, 1952, Dentists 

Act, 1956, Sexual Offences Act, 1956, and Homicidal Act, 1957, and developments 

with regard to the liability of hospitals and nursing homes. Methods for up-to-date 

tests and treatments are also described. At the request of doctors overseas, among 
whom ‘Glaister’ has a wide circulation, the section relating to poisoning is retained, 
although new analytical techniques, most of them requiring complicated equipment, 
have not been incorporated.

LECTURES ON LEGAL HISTORY. W. J. V. Windeyer. 2nd edition, 
revised. Law Book Company of Australasia (Sydney, Australia), 35s. 1957. 25 cm. 
360 pages. Index. 

Based on lectures given at the University of Sydney, this book provides an interesting 

and informative picture of the development of English law and legal institutions 

from A.D. 600 to the 19th century. Different aspects of criminal, constitutional and 
civil law are discussed and references are made to some of the more important cases 
that determined the course of justice. Throughout, the close relationship between 

English social and legal institutions is stressed, for the author regards the history of 

English law as part of the history of the English people. The final chapter deals with 

the introduction of English law into Australia. (340-942) 


A SOURCE BOOK OF ENGLISH LAW. A. K. R. Kiralfy. Sweet & 
Maxwell, sos. 1957. 25°5 cm. 466 pages. Index. 

In this source book for students of English legal history, the author supplies extracts 

from a large number of cases from the 13th to the 19th century which illustrate the 

gradual evolution of English law and procedure. These have been translated where 
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necessary but are given without comment. The work has been classified into ten 
main sections, beginning with criminal law and procedure, followed by civil law 
and procedure and then going on to branches of law such as real property, tort, 
contract, local and mercantile custom and equity. The last three sections deal with 
the Requests and the Star Chamber, the Admiralty Court and Ecclesiastical Courts.

A CASEBOOK ON CONTRACT. J. C. Smith and J. A. C. Thomas. 
Sweet & Maxwell, 45s. 1957. 25°5 cm. 506 pages. Index. 
This volume contains a selection of the important cases on the English law of 
contract. The authors have included not only ‘leading’ cases, but also “discussion 
provoking’ cases, from English and other common law jurisdictions, and, to some 
extent, extracts from treatises and articles. The basis of the case method of teaching, 
which has hitherto been rarely attempted in England, is to encourage students to 
read a number of reports of decided cases from which they can infer a knowledge of 
the main principles of law, rather than first reading an outline of the law in a textbook. 
The six parts cover the formation of a contract, consideration and privity of contract, 
capacity to contract, the nature and extent of contractual obligations, remedies of 
the injured party and unenforceable contracts. (347°4) 


FAMILY LAW. P. M. Bromley. Butterworth, 55s. 1957. 25°5 cm. $72 pages.

This new work, covering the whole of English family law, will be of great use both 
to practitioners and to university and other students. The first group of twelve 
chapters, on husband and wife, are on the contracting, annulment and dissolution of 
marriage and the legal implications of the married state. The second part, in six 
chapters, deals with the position of parent and child and includes guardianship, 
illegitimate children and adoption. The last group of five chapters, on the family and 
property, cover the rights as between husband and wife, parent and child, marriage 
settlements, property in matrimonial causes and property on the death of a member 
of the family. The author is a lecturer in law in the University of Manchester.

The final part runs to 1945 when the Navy had recalled the modern descend- 
ants of its earliest components—the Merchant Navy, reserves, volunteers, fishermen, 
yachtsmen and the ordinary man.

THE DEVELOPMENT OF EDUCATION IN CANADA. Charles

This first comprehensive history of the subject deals with education in Canada from 
the French regime with its religious and charitable schools to present-day government- 
supported schools. Canadian school administration, educational philosophy and 
practice are outlined, with stress on elementary and secondary education. Higher 
education is mentioned only incidentally. Collecting material on ten provincial 
systems, each with its own variations, and moulding it into any sort of unity has been 
a major task. The overall picture cannot avoid being somewhat scrappy, and the 
reader may find it difficult to visualise clearly just what is being done in each province, 
and just what the similarities and differences in the provincial systems are. The study 
is well documented and meets a great need. A more extensive index would have 
been welcome. The author is Professor of Education at the Ontario College of 
Education.

Based on lectures given to students at the University of Birmingham offering physical 

education as a subject for the degree of Bachelor of Arts, this book consists of studies 

in the history of physical education related to the social, economic and political back- 
ground of the times. Classical Greece, Imperial Rome, Italy and England during the 

Renaissance, Scandinavia, Prussia, America, and Britain from the 19th century down 

to 1939 are the countries and periods studied.

Export firms are included in the fourth section 
and those of foreign countries and the British Dominions in the last. The contents of 
each section are divided into trade classifications, arranged alphabetically. Under each 
trade, merchants and manufacturers are listed with addresses and telephone numbers. 
In addition to the many trades, the Directory includes solicitors, stationers, insurance 
compapies and estate agents.

In this rapidly 
expanding industry subject to increasing specialisation, this book will present the 
reader, be he student, graduate or professional airwayman, with a thorough back- 
ground to the geography of aviation.

THE E.U.P. CONCISE RUSSIAN AND ENGLISH DICTIONARY.

The exceptionally clear printing of the Russian text in this selective short dictionary 

renders it an easy book for beginners to consult for their basic needs. A certain number 

of colloquial and new technical expressions are included, together with a brief 
introduction on aspects of Russian pronunciation and grammar. A list of some of the 
more common abbreviations introduced in Russian as a result of the many new 
organisations set up by the Soviet Government since the Revolution enhances the 
usefulness of the information contained in this compressed volume.

AN ENGLISH-ALBANIAN DICTIONARY. Stuart E. Mann. 
Cambridge University Press, 80s. 1957. 255 cm. 442 pages. 
After nearly ten years the compiler, who is a member of the staff of the School of 
Slavonic and East European Studies, University of London, has brought out the 
companion volume to his Historical Albanian-English Dictionary (1948). Mr. Mann's 
scrupulous research is well illustrated in this new volume. The English entries present 
the language in its contemporary literary and colloquial form, and the choice of 
idioms is particularly full and happy. Their Albanian equivalents have been sought in 
literature and journalism. The Albanian student of English has been chiefly in the 
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compiler’s mind; but the English student of Albanian who reaches out for more than 
passive knowledge will be greatly assisted in his studies by consulting this important 
work. Mr. Mann’s scholarship is sound and wide, and his dictionary is remarkable 
not only for its comprehensiveness but for its quality. (491-991) 


ENGLISH-HUNGARIAN AND HUNGARIAN-ENGLISH DIC- 
TIONARY. Walter Lewis. Revised by D. Lee-Delisle. Express Book Service, 
21s. 1957. 18 cm. 358 pages. 

This is a well produced pocket dictionary of about 8,000 and 9,000 words respectively, 
the revision of which was placed in the hands of the late D. Lee-Delisle (compiler of 
the Practical Dictionary published in Hungary), and which was contrived to meet the 
needs of emigrants in English-speaking countries as well as of English-speaking students 
of Hungarian. The pronunciation of each English word is clearly given in Hungarian; 
the book also provides a key to Hungarian pronunciation, and as the language is 
strictly phonetic all the student will have to do is to commit the table to memory.

A VIEW FROM ORBIT II. Antony Avencl. Werner Laurie, 18s. 1957. 
22°5 cm. 168 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Bibliography. 
The origin of life has always been the subject of speculation. Antony Avenel, aiming 
at an entirely detached point of view, points out that the earth is not particularly 
suited to life, especially the life of man, and is almost certainly not created as a ‘home 
for man’. Then life itself—has it arisen by chance or is it designed? If designed, it must 
be the work of several creators who do not necessarily work in harmony; if they did 
there would not be conflict between the various types of organisms. His exposition of 
space and time is interesting, and the theory of unity of energy and matter, though 
not original, is well explained. While we may not agree with some of his deductions, 
his book is an interesting contribution to current thought. (s00) 


SCIENCE AND ITS BACKGROUND. H. D. Anthony. 3rd edition. 
Macmillan, 20s. 1957. 20°5 cm. 362 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Maps. Index. 
The third edition of a book now generally accepted as one of the best outline histories 
of science. Its accounts of the individual achievements of great men of science are 
accompanied by reliable and interesting descriptions of the world—political, social 
and intellectual—in which they worked. In this way the growth of science is shown to 
be part of the general development of civilisation. The whole record of science from 
the classical period to the nuclear research of today is covered in a delightfully readable 
and scholarly manner. The present edition has been thoroughly revised and brought 
so up to date that it includes even a note on the present Geophysical Year. (s09)

DIGITAL COMPUTER PROGRAMMING. D. D. McCracken. 
Chapman & Hall, 62s. 1957. 23-5 cm. 260 pages. Diagrams. Bibliography. Index. 
(General Electric Series) 

The author has had much to do with computation for the General Electric Company 

(U.S.A.) and his approach in the present volume is practical and simple. He is not so 

much concerned with how the machine works as with how it is to be told what to 

do, and he takes us from simple addition to the calculation of complex exponentials. 











Much of what he says will apply to any modern computer, but, in order to be specific, 
he has devised, on paper, an electric TYDAC (typical digital automatic computer) 
for which his programmes are prepared and on which his exercises for the reader 
must be given efficient solutions. The rapidly widening uses of high-speed computers 
will make this book timely and valuable. (s10-81) 


STATISTICAL THEORY. The Relationship of Probability, Credibility 
and Error. An examination of the contemporary crisis in statistical theory from a 
behaviourist viewpoint. Lancelot Hogben. Allen & Unwin, 45s. 1957. 22°5 cm. 
510 pages. Index. 

This is not a textbook but a discussion of the underlying assumptions of statistical 

theory. The author distinguishes four different domains of the theory: a calculus of 

errors (or best approximations to an assumed true value); a calculus of aggregates 

(e.g. Maxwell’s kinetic theory, Mendelian theory of populations); a calculus of 

exploration (e.g. regression and factor analysis) which aims at concise statement of 

unsuspected regularities of nature; a calculus of judgments (e.g. decision tests). The 
author gives a lively account of conflicting theories and advances his own positivistic 
views on the applicability of statistical methods. He is a well known expert on 
statistical theory and a distinguished biologist. (s19)

APPLIED PHYSICS. Vol. 1. W. G. Darvell. English Universities Press, 
12s. 6d. 1957. 22°5 cm. 272 pages. Diagrams. Index. (Technical College Series) 

The first of a series of four, intended to range from Ordinary to Advanced Level. 
The author is the Departmental Head of the Physics Department at Salford Royal 
Technical College. In Volume I he deals very thoroughly with motion statics, 
hydrostatics and heat. About half the volume is concerned with the study of heat. 
Worthy of special mention are the emphasis laid on the experimental approach and 
the list of problems at the end of each chapter. The book concludes with a section of 


representative examination questions. The only point for criticism is the rather 
‘jerky’ style of writing. (530) 


THE GENERAL PROPERTIES OF MATTER. F. H. Newman and 
V. H. L. Searle. sth edition. Edward Arnold, 32s.6d. 1957. 22. cm. 440 pages. Diagrams. 
Bibliography. Index. 

The fifth edition of “Newman and Searle’ has been prepared by Mr. Searle (Professor 

Newman died in 1952). He has done his work well and successfully maintained the 

high standard of this textbook. It is intended for the physicist, but the treatment is 

such that it makes a wide appeal to students of engineering and chemistry who need 

a thorough grasp of the general properties of matter. The chapter on the production 

and measurement of low temperatures has been excluded from this edition. Two new 

topics are introduced: the special theory of relativity and rheology. (530) 


NEW INTERMEDIATE PHYSICS. G. R. Noakes. Macmillan, 30s. 1957. 
22 cm. 970 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Map. Index. 

This work incorporates in a single volume the author’s previous sectional textbooks 

on physics, but much of the original texts has been rewritten, and a useful chapter on 

acoustics added. Great care has been taken with presentation and exposition to ensure 

that this new textbook will be suitable not only for students of definite promise but 

also for those sixth-form and university first-year students who, without having any 
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special aptitude for physics, have to acquire a general knowledge of that subject. 
Mr. Noakes gives a coherent survey of physics based on the study of wave motion 
and the law of the conservation of energy. Wave treatment is used where possible in 
chapters on light. The section on electricity is developed on a basis of M-K-S units.

QUANTUM MECHANICS. F. Mandl. 2nd edition. Butterworth, 35s. 
19$7. 255 cm. 278 pages. Bibliography. Index. 
This book is intended to give senior university students and experimental research 
workers a sufficient knowledge of quantum mechanics to enable them to make the 
quantum mechanical calculations necessary in their work and to read theoretical 
literature with profit. The first five chapters develop, as simply as possible, the mathe- 
matical formalism of quantum mechanics, while the remainder oft the book illustrates 
the use of general theory in solving specific problems; there are, however, two 
important additions of special interest to atomic and nuclear physicists. A section has 
been added on partial wave analysis in scattering theory and there is a chapter on the 
Dirac equation which discusses the relativistic invariance of the theory which under- 
lies the construction of interactions in beta-decay. Exercises, with hints for their 
solution, are given at the end of each chapter. (530-1) 


IONIZATION AND BREAKDOWN IN GASES. F. Llewellyn-Jones. 
Methuen, 18s. 1957. 19 cm. 176 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Bibliography. 
Index. (Methuen’s Monographs on Physical Subjects) 

Dr. F. Llewellyn-Jones is Professor of Physics in the University of Wales. In this 

monograph he gives a concise account of the fundamental physics of the electrical 

breakdown of gases. It is intended to help postgraduate research workers and Honours 

Degree students to gain a clear understanding of the motions of electrons and ions in 

gases and of those processes which bring about the fascinating phenomena of the 

electric spark. The opening chapters cover the fundamentals of electron and ion 
motion, diffusion, drift and the energy distribution function. The following chapters 
deal with the breakdown of gases at low and at high pressures in uniform and in 
non-uniform fields. Adequate description is given of extreme cases where pressures 
are very high or very low and gaps very long or very short and there is a full account 
of the non-steady state. (537°5) 


Chemistry 
THE BOOK OF pH. R. B. Webber. Newnes, 30s. 1957. 25°5 cm. 112 pages. 
Illustrations. Diagrams. 

The pH scale is a series of numbers that measure the acidity or alkalinity of an aqueous 
solution, and pH measurement is widely used in industry for process control. The 
book gives the essentials of pH theory, the importance of pH in industry, colorimetric 
and electrical methods of measurement, additional details concerning the meaning 
of pH, and a section on acidity and non-aqueous solutions. The appendices provide 
a variety of data connected with the general subject. The book is of considerable value 
to chemists in a wide variety of trades. The author is Lecturer in Physics at Cambridge- 
shire Technical College. ($41°373) 


THE CHEMISTRY OF BORATES. Part I. Peter H. Kemp. Borax 
Consolidated, 12s.6d. 1957. 22°5 cm. 98 pages. Diagrams. Bibliography. Index. 
Published by a firm of chemical manufacturers, this volume is essentially a literature 
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survey dealing in some detail with alkali metal, ammonium, calcium and magnesium 
borates and with metal perborates, and briefly with boron, boron exides, boric acid 
and metal borates in general. Much of the information is presented in the form of 
phase rule relationships of binary and of ternary systems, and the diagrams for these, 
and indeed the presentation of the subject matter in the text, are very clear. The book 
will be welcomed by chemists and technologists requiring information about the

THE TESTIMONY OF THE SPADE. Geoffrey Bibby. Collins, 30s. 
1957. 23 cm. 448 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 
This book sets out to do for northern and western Europe what Mr. Ceram did in 
Gods, Graves and Scholars for sunnier and more palpitating regions. Mr. Bibby, who 
is an Englishman now working at a Danish museum, has followed the same method 
of telling the archaeological story through the life and work of leading excavators 
and scholars. As he begins with the Palaeolithic hunters and ends only with the 
Vikings, and works in a much more sober and exhaustive manner than Mr. Ceram, 
he is handling a formidable mass of material. Specialists might challenge him here 
and there, but in general he has produced an admirable work of synthesis. (571) 


BRONZE AGE CULTURES IN FRANCE. The Later Phases from the 
Thirteenth to the Seventh Century B.C. N. K. Sandars. Cambridge University 
Press, 1108. 1957. 25*5 cm. 430 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Maps. Bibliography. 
Index. 

As so often with the French, a period of brilliant pioneering in archaeology has been 

followed by one of stagnation. It has been left to Miss Sandars to the first 

exhaustive study of the French Bronze Age to appear for nearly half a century. After 

a swift summary of the earlier prehistoric background she reaches the heart of her 

subject, the Middle and Late Bronze Age, when first the German Tumulus Culture 

and then the Urnfield cultures were being carried westward. For each main period 
she covers France region by region, and grapples with the several rival chronological 
systems that have caused generations of students to despair. Lists and distribution 
maps of the principal bronze and ceramic finds and a massive bibliography complete 
this very scholarly book. It should have a long life as an indispensable work of

LIVING MAGIC. Ronald Rose. Chatto & Windus, 18s. 1957. 20°5 cm. 
222 pages. Illustrations. 
This book is described as “The realities underlying the psychical practices and beliefs 
of Australian Aborigines’, and the author spent a number of years studying the subject 
amongst varied groups of Aborigines. The aim was firstly to investigate the belief 
held on magical subjects and secondly to discover what basis these beliefs had in 
telepathy, hypnotism and other mental faculties. The book is not, however, a 
technical study but an interesting general account of the activities of the author and 
his wife in the course of their research and a sympathetic portrayal of many of the 
Aborigines they met and studied.

ADVANCES IN RADIOBIOLOGY. Proceedings of the Fifth Inter- 
national Conference on Radiobiology held in Stockholm on 15th-19th August, 
1956. Edited by George Carl de Hevesy, Arne Gunnar Forssberg and John D. 
Abbatt. Oliver & Boyd, 77s.6d. 1957. 25.5 cm. $24 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams.

The editors remark in their preface that in the one year intervening since the 
Cambridge conference there had been progress in all the subjects also covered at the 
Stockholm meeting, which was attended by 180 delegates from sixteen countries. 
This indicates the importance to research workers in the various scientific fields of the 
cocumented papers and subsequent discussions collected here. The subjects covered 
were chemical, biochemical, physiological and morphological irradiation changes, 
alpha particle irradiation of single cells, modification of systemic irradiation effects, the 
time Erte in radiobiology, distribution of isotopes in tissues, irradiation effects on 
the haemopoietic system and radiation genetics. (574°191) 


BRITAIN’S NATURE RESERVES. E. M. Nicholson. Country Life, 
30s. 1957. 22 cm. 176 pages. Illustrations. Map. Bibliography. Index. 
The organisation and management of a chain of nature reserves are tasks of great 
complexity because each reserve, whether its purpose is to conserve rare species of 
animals and plants, or to keep for study a sample of ‘primeval’ habitat or to measure 
the impoverishment that has resulted from man’s unrestricted exploitation, demands 
constant supervision. As Mr. Nicholson (Director-General of the Nature Conserv- 
ancy) explains, these areas acquired or controlled by the nation are outdoor labora- 
tories where much can be learned about ecological principles as well as about the 
reconciliation of different types of land use. His book contains a brief and forceful 
introduction explaining the aims of the Nature Conservancy, followed by descriptive 
sections on each of the reserves. (s74°5)

FLORA OF THE BRITISH ISLES: ILLUSTRATIONS. Part I: 
Pteridophyta—Papilionaceae. Drawn by Sybil J. Roles. A companion volume to 
the text by A. R. Clapham, T. G. Tutin and E. F. Warburg. Cambridge University 
Press, 258. 1957. 30 cm. 150 pages. Index. 
When the new Flora was published in 1952 it was promised that accompanying 
volumes of illustrations would be issued in due course. This is the first of a series of 
(probably) four volumes and the drawings, which show the whole plant with certain 
diagnostic details inset on larger scales, are arranged four to a page. These constitute 
an advance on the rather cramped illustrations to ‘Bentham and Hooker’ which 
students have referred to for many years, but most of them err slightly on the side of 
being over-reduced from the originals, so that they have a feathery, grey appearance. 
Nevertheless, there is no comparable authoritative work and the other volumes will 
be eagerly awaited. (81-942) 


FLOWERING STONES AND MID-DAY FLOWERS. A Book for 
Plant and Nature Lovers on the Mesembryanthemaceae. G. Schwantes. Translated 
from the German by Vera Higgins. Benn, 147s. 1957. 25 cm. 440 pages. Illustrations 
(some in colour). Diagrams. Indexes. 

This massive work of reference deals with the Mesembryanthemaceae, the curious 

family of plants typical of the drier regions of South Africa. All are water conservers 
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and many, in their resting stage, look curiously like a collection of stones. Their 
cultivation has engaged the attentions of enthusiasts for many years and Dr. 
Schwantes of Kiel University, a busy medical doctor, has given all his spare time to 
studying them. He says that this is not a definitive monograph; that must await 
further material and treatment by a skilled botanist. But, with its careful descriptions 
and excellent photographs, his work must remain for many years the handbook to 
which the cultivator of these remarkable plants will turn. (583-47)

THE GREAT CHAIN OF LIFE. Joseph Wood Krutch. Eyre & Spottis- 
woode, 21s. 1957. 21°5 cm. 244 pages. Illustrations by Paul Landacre. 

Mr. Krutch is a naturalist of wide interests. If anything, his preferences lean towards 
the birds and mammals of the American fauna about which he writes. His book is a 
thoughtful one and will appeal to many who fall in between the ‘bird lovers’ and the 
scientific ornithologists. His chapters are strung together by an examination of 
behaviour patterns on an ascending scale from the lowest to the highest forms of life, 
and he is obviously struck by the inability of mechanist theory to account for all the 
observed phenomena in the life of vertebrate animals, however convincing it may 
prove with most invertebrates. His quandary is one that perplexes most biologists, 
who are also naturalists, and his proffered solution will do much to stimulate their 
thinking. (s91°5) 


THE LEPIDOPTERA OF IRAQ. E. P. Wiltshire for the Government of 
Iraq (Ministry of Agriculture). Revised edition. Nicholas Kaye, 45s. 1957. 26°5 cm. 
204 pages. Illustrations (some in colour). References. Indexes. 

Chere is hardly any previous literature on this subject and the sole precursor of this 

book was in the form of a bulletin issued by the Directorate-General of Agriculture 

in 1944. Since this ‘second edition’ adds more species than were originally described 
in the bulletin, it may be seen that the region is a fruitful one for systematic work. 

Throughout there is an emphasis upon species of butterflies and moths which are 

injurious to agriculture, but those that are described are dealt with fully, with informa- 

tion about their range, distribution and life-history. There is a brief introductory 

section describing the country and its habitats, but no map. (595-78) 


THE SNAKES OF AUSTRALIA. J. R. Kinghorn. 2nd edition. Angus 
& Robertson (Sydney, Australia and London), 25s.: 21s. 1956 : 1957. 19 cm. 208 pages. 
illustrations (some in colour). Bibliography. Index. 

A foremost authority on the subject, the author regards his work as an informative 

guide to bush lovers, ‘and not a scientific treatise. Notes on the treatment of snake-bite, 

together with illustrations and descriptive notes of the various species, make for very 
interesting reading. Since the publication of the first edition much research has been 
carried out on Australian snakes. Few species have been discovered, but progress has 
been made in the realm of classification and identification which should be of great 
value to the scientist. (598-12) 


BIRDS OF EASTERN AND NORTH EASTERN AFRICA. 
C. W. Mackworth-Praed and C. H. B. Grant. 2nd edition. Longmans, 45s. 1957. 
22°5 cm. 872 pages. Numerous illustrations (many in colour). Maps. Indexes. 
(African Handbook of Birds, Series 1, Vol. 1) 

The first edition of this book was published in 1952 and has enjoyed great popularity. 

The number of changes made in the second edition include certain corrections in 
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text and captions, additions to the list of birds known to occur in the area, and 
additional field notes and corrections concerning the known distribution of species. 
It is still true to say that there is nothing which covers the same field in anything like 
the same detail and compass. The abundant illustrations and distribution maps are 
most valuable. There is a useful index to Addenda et Corrigenda. (598-296)

ANATOMIES OF PAIN. K. D. Keele. Blackwell (Oxford), 27s.6d. 1957. 

23 cm. 216 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. References. Index. 

Dr. K. D. Keele, who is not only Consultant Physician to the Ashford and Staines 
Hospitals but also a medical historian of no mean repute, has written a very erudite 
work in which he deals with the history of the problem of pain and traces the con- 
ception of its anatomical and physiological basis from the earliest times to the present 
day. The author quotes extensively from the authorities and includes bibliographies 
of original works consulted. The book is excellently produced and well illustrated 
and will be of considerable interest to both the medical historian and the contemporary 
worker on pain mechanisms. (612-8) 


A THEORY OF DISEASE. Arthur Guirdham. Allen & Unwin, 215. 
19$7. 22 cm. 204 pages. Index. 
Dr. Guirdham’s theory of the aetiology of disease, which is founded upon some 
twenty-five years’ study, accepts the role of bacteria and parasites in causation, and 
also modern views on psychosomatic dysfunction. He suggests that there are other 
essential factors, philosophical, religious and social, which account for the increase 
in cancer, stress and psychiatric diseases in the Western world. According to this 
theory, the mechanism of repression tends to determine the type of disease, whether 
physical or psychiatric, and fundamentally health derives from religious experience. 
A provocative study, whose thesis is well presented and argued. (616-01) 


CHEMICAL METHODS IN CLINICAL MEDICINE: Their applica- 
tion and interpretation, with techniques of simple tests. G. A. Harrison. 4th edition. 
Churchill, 65s. 1957. 24 cm. 680 pages. Illustrations (some in colour). References.

This textbook is probably unique among British works on the subject in that, besides 

providing clinical pathologists and their technicians with full descriptions and critical 

evaluations of basic techniques, it also elucidates their purpose and relates them to 
clinical problems for physicians and surgeons. The text, admirably arranged for quick 
reference, represents the views and practical experience of the author, a Consultant 

Pathologist and former Reader at St. Bartholomew’s Hospital, London. After ten 

years, it is much revised, especially in the chapters on apparatus, metabolism, and bile

DISORDERS OF THE BLOOD: Diagnosis, Pathology, Treatment, 
Technique. Sir Lionel E. H. Whitby and C. J. C. Britton. 8th edition. Churchill,

The extensive revision necessitated by the knowledge gained during the last four 

years had been completed before Sir Lionel Whitby’s death, and the final edition of 
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this standard work under the distinguished joint authorship once again represents 
current British teaching and practice. New material has required the introduction of 
goo new references in the bibliographies, nineteen new illustrations and five additional 
tables, while noteworthy alterations in the text are rewritten chapters on haemolytic, 
purpuric and haemorrhagic disease.

Here limb fitting medical officers at Rochampton Limb Fitting Centre, for many 

years under the Ministry of Pensions concerned with service amputees, and latterly, 

under the Ministry of Health, with civilians also, give a comprehensive and exact 
account of their experience in the treatment and fitting of men, women and children, 
including psychological treatment and subsequent rehabilitation in employment. They 
first discuss the ideal stump and post-amputation treatment before limb fitting, then 
types of prostheses and their fitting, and training in the use of the limb. There is also 
a chapter on disorders of the stump, giving details of treatment and the adjustments 
necessary to the prosthesis. (617) 


THE CLOSED TREATMENT OF COMMON FRACTURES. 
John Charnley. 2nd edition. Livingstone, 50s. 1957. 255 cm. 272 pages. Illustrations

The Orthopaedic Surgeon, Manchester Royal Infirmary, has written his monograph 

primarily for casualty surgeons, but it also offers much of interest to orthopaedic 

surgeons in the United Kingdom and overseas, especially in the United States and 

Canada, where the tendency is to prefer operative to non-operative treatment. 

Mr. Charnley examines the biological basis for manipulative treatment and discusses 

the possible detrimental effects of operative techniques. The revised text, which gives 

step-by-step, exact accounts, most ably illustrated, of closed reduction, includes a 

chapter on plaster-of-Paris methods, and incorporates Mr. Charnley’s original work. 

To this edition is added material from lectures delivered to the Postgraduate Fracture

John F. Simpson, 
Ian G. Robin and J. Chalmers Ballantyne. With a section on Neurology of the 
Ear, Nose and Throat by Charles Harold Edwards.

19 cm. 456 pages. Illustrations. Index. 

Like earlier volumes in the Synopsis series, this new one is designed for quick 

reference and for revision, especially for postgraduate examinations, and the text is 

accordingly set out in well headed, numbered paragraphs and written in a summary 
style. It represents teaching and practice at St. Mary’s Hospital, London, where the 

authors are responsible for the Ear, Nose and Throat Department, and Dr. C. E. 

Edwards is Consultant Physician in the Neurological Department. Before discussing 

the diseases of each part, there are chapters on surgical anatomy, including physical 

and radiological examination, and on applied physiology. In the sections dealing with 
treatment, surgical procedures are outlined, but details of techniques are not given. 

This is a workmanlike volume well suited to its purpose. (617-8)

Teachers in the Scottish medical schools predominate among the seventeen contribu-

particularly this latest edition with its many textual revisions and different format, 
the aim is still to inculcate and stress the importance of a thorough knowledge of 
obstetrics in the prevention of gynaecological disorders. After dealing with the 
anatomy and physiology of the reproductive system, the authors discuss management 
of pregnancy and labour, the pathology of pregnancy, with chapters on the premature 
infant and vital statistics, gynaecology, including the investigation of sterility, 
psychological aspects and medico-legal considerations, and, finally, gynaecological 
operations. The illustrations are abundant and excellent. (618)

TRANSISTOR A.F. AMPLIFIERS. D. D. Jones and R. A. Hilbourne. Iliffe 
for ‘Wireless World’, 20s.

This book is concerned with the design of audio-frequency amplifiers using p-n-p 
junction transistors for high fidelity systems having undistorted outputs of up to 
20 watts. The authors are concerned mainly with the practical aspects of amplifier 
design, and, although a brief account of the operation and characteristics of transistors 
is included, mathematics is kept to a minimum and the emphasis is on the design of 
practical circuits for small signal and power amplifiers and their power supplies. 
The book will be of great value to engineers designing transistor amplifiers for the 
first time and even those with some experience will find much to interest them.

The book, written by an expert and bearing the hall- 
mark of the Admiralty Archivist, is divided into three parts. Beginning with the 
Royal Sovereign class of 1892, it traces in detail the development of ships, crews, 
armour, torpedoes, signals, guns and every other aspect through the Dreadnought 
type of World War I to the big ships of World War II and the passing into reserve 
of the last and finest, H.M.S. Vanguard.

Many illustrations and diagrams help to elucidate the descrip- 
tions of sheep-shearing machinery and methods of use. Attention is given to the control 
of shafting, belts and pulleys, the care of hand pieces and the operation of power units, 
both petrol and oil.

Part I gives details of 
accommodation, training, relationship to children and to other animals, cat behaviour, 
feeding, grooming, general health, neutering and ailments. Part II is devoted to correct 
feeding, and other parts deal with parasites, accidents and first aid, illnesses and disease. 
Notes on importation and quarantine, the law as it affects cats and welfare societies 
ensure that every possible facet of a cat’s nine lives is covered. The book is well pro- 
duced and beautifully illustrated.

To this Conference papers were submitted in English by authors from France, 

Germany and Great Britain. These papers are presented here together with the open- 

ing and closing addresses of Wynn and Bronowski of the National Coal Board. The 

discussions that followed each paper are printed fully and include contributions from 
the Netherlands. Summaries of each paper are provided in English, French and 

German. Two of the papers are concerned with oxidation of coal, two with tars and 

the remainder with briquetting and carbonisation. The standard of the papers and of 

the discussions is high and this book will be studied by all who are interested in the 
development of the coal industry. The only criticism is that the Conference was not 

noticeably one devoted to Chemical Engineering in spite of its title. (662-62) 


THE CLEANING AND STERILISATION OF BOTTLES AND 
OTHER GLASS CONTAINERS. J. C. L. Resuggan. United Trade 
Press, 208. 1957. 22°5 cm. 224 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Index. 

This is a strictly practical handbook mainly intended as a guide for the dairying, brew- 

ing, soft-drinks and liquid-food industries, but it will also be of considerable interest 

to chemists and bacteriologists not directly engaged in these industrics. It deals with 
all types of hydro and soaker-hydro washing machines, with sterilisation, with soften- 
ing, de-scaling, de-mineralisation and corrosion prevention and with the various other 
problems which arise with the use of water in cleansing. There is advice on types of 
detergent. The book is clearly sectionalised and has an adequate index. (663)

GRAIN BOUNDARIES IN METALS. D. McLean. Oxford University 
Press, 508. 1957. 22°5 cm. 356 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Bibliography. Index. 
(Monographs on the Physics and Chemistry of Materials) 

This authoritative work claims to be the first dealing exclusively with the subject of 

grain boundaries in metals and embraces all aspects of the subject. After chapters deal- 

ing with ideas about the structure of grain boundaries, their influence on microstruc- 
ture, diffusion, fracture and behaviour during plastic deformation is discussed. The 
energies of grain boundaries, the effect of grain boundary segregates, sliding and 
migration at grain boundaries and the special features of low-angle boundaries are also 
considered. Metal physics is rapidly becoming a very specialised subject, but this book 
is written clearly with due attention to the basic problems involved so that it should 
have a wider appeal than its title might suggest. (669-016)

Research Monograph) 

A reference work of great merit commissioned by the Iron Alloys Committee of the 

American Engineering Foundation. Available data on the alloy systems, methods of 

alloying, heat-treatment and properties is summarised for the effect of these elements 

on iron and steel. The literature is reviewed up to the end of 1955 with some papers of 

1956 added. The detail is adequate for the immediate practical use of metallurgists and 

engineers, and could be used as the starting point for further research for theoretical 

workers in this field. (669-1) 


THE STRUCTURE OF STEEL. A Simple Explanation for Students, 
Engineers, and Buyers of Steel. Edwin Gregory and Eric N. Simons. 3rd edition. 
Odhams Press, 18s. 1957. 22 cm. 176 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Bibliography. 
Index. 

This is a valuable book giving in a simple manner all the information that is required 

by an average engineer interested in the subject. It discusses the properties of carbon 

and alloy steels, describes various methods of testing and of heat treatment (the latter 
section in particular has been extensively revised), considers corrosion and the eftects 
of mechanical working on the structure of steel. The information is conveniently sum- 

marised in a number of tables, and a useful glossary of terms is included. (669-16)

THE ROLLING OF STRIP, SHEET AND PLATE. Eustace C. Larke. 
Chapman & Hall, 63s. 1957. 23 cm. 416 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Bibliography. 
Index. 
This volume meets the need for a comprehensive book on flat rolling, presenting in 
collective form the mass of information that has appeared in recent years on the 
theories of rolling and their application. Although much of the book is concerned 
with rolling mill calculations, a reasonably comprehensive description of modern 
rolling mill plant is given. The author has long been concerned with the theory and 
practice of rolling and has been responsible for a number of investigations on rolling 
problems and studies in the deformation of metals. As most of this experience was in 
the non-ferrous industry, the majority of formulae, charts and tables in this book refer 
to non-ferrous metals, but they can in most cases be adapted to mills engaged in the 
rolling of steel. The book should be useful to mill managers, operators, designers and 
students.

REINFORCEMENT OF RUBBERS. D. Parkinson. Lakeman for the 
Institution of the Rubber Industry, 25s. 1957. 22°5 cm. 108 pages. Illustrations. Dia- 
grams. Bibliography. (Monographs of the Institution of the Rubber Industry) 

In this fourth volume of a series of monographs on subjects of key importance to the 

rubber industry the fundamentals and applications of rubber compounding are pre- 

sented in concise form. Dr. Parkinson displays the authority of a lifetime spent both 

in practical compounding and in directing a research team at Fort Dunlop. An exten- 

sive survey of the literature to late 1955, concerning reinforcement, follows chapters 

on properties of carbon black, other fillers, and their influence on rubber. (678-23)

GOLDEN SECTIONS. Michael Ayrton. Introduction by Wyndham Lewis. 
Methuen, 25s. 1957. 22 cm. 220 pages. Illustrations. 
The title refers to the perfect ratio between vertical and horizontal lines in drawing 
and the author uses it to link various subjects which have impressed him with a special 
perfection of their own. These range from impressions of street scenes in Rome to 
sketches of Constant Lambert and Wyndham Lewis, and essays on Degas, Picasso and 
the nature of modern art. Mr. Ayrton combines a painter’s observation with an 
incisive prose, but he claims no larger authority than personal taste for his opinions, 
and this becomes a disadvantage when discussing a general subject such as modern 
art, which requires a definite critical position. (700) 


AESTHETICS. Lectures and Essays. Edward Bullough. Edited with an Intro- 

duction by Elizabeth M. Wilkinson. Bowes & Bowes, 30s. 1957. 22 cm. 202 pages. 
As long as aesthetic questions are debated (that is, as long as art and literature are 
revered and discussed), the late Edward Bullough’s essay on ‘ “‘Psychical Distance” as a 
factor in Art and an Aesthetic Principle’ will continue to be read. Given the changes in 
taste and aesthetic criteria during the present century, this remarkable paper on the 
factor which preserves a work of art from excessive realism on the one hand and 
extreme fantasy on the other has worn well; it was written in 1912. The other papers, 
‘The Modern Conception of Aesthetics’ (1907) and “Mind and Medium in Art’ (1920), 
are worthy of preservation as revealing the trend of Bullough’s thought prior to and 
following the famous essay. Miss Wilkinson’s long introduction provides a useful and 
stimulating prolegomenon. (701) 


Sculpture Ceramics Painting 
DEGAS SCULPTURE. The Complete Works photographed by Leonard 
von Matt. Introduction and Critical Catalogue by John Rewald. Thames & Hudson, 
70s. 1957. 28-5 cm. 166 pages. 114 photographs. Bibliography. 
Only three of Degas’ statuettes were cast during his life-time. Few of his friends knew 
that the painter (1834-1917) was modelling clay or wax figures of horses, ballet dancers 
and bathers as well as painting the pictures for which he has become world-famous. 
About one hundred and fifty statuettes found in his studio after death were cast in 
bronze in 1919-1921. These were exhibited at the Degas Exhibition held at Berne, 
Switzerland, in 1950-1951, and have now been expertly photographed by Leonard 
von Matt. The text, which contains a catalogue of Degas’ sculpture, is largely re- 
printed from the American edition (New York, 1944) of Degas: Complete Sculpture.

LIVERPOOL PORCELAIN of the Eighteenth Century and its Makers. 
Knowles Boney. Batsford, 126s. 1957. 25°5 cm. 232 pages. Illustrations. Maps.

The aim of this substantial monograph is to make available the large amount of 

specialist information on 18th century Liverpool porcelain which has recently come 

to light. Archives, business accounts, legal agreements, technical matters concerning 
the kilns, and biographical details about potters and factory owners, all find a place 
in the text as well as stylistic analysis of the wares themselves. The Liverpool factories, 
which looked to Worcester for inspiration and specialised in cheap ‘table’ wares, have 
long been a Cinderella among ceramic specialists on account of the paucity of potters’ 
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marks and quantity of inferior ware often attributed to Liverpool. Mr. Boney, now 
provides an authoritative and complete textbook in which the detailed annotations to 
the plates, and the Appendices reprinting source material, embody the latest specialist 
research. His book is handsomely produced. (738-2) 


ENGLISH ROMANESQUE LEAD SCULPTURE. Lead Fonts of the 
Twelfth Century. George Zarnecki. Tiranti, 15s. 1957. 19 cm. $4 pages of text. 72 
pages of illustrations. Map. Index. (Chapters in Art) 

English lead fonts of the Romanesque period, unlike those made in stone, form a fairly 

homogeneous group the study of which throws light on contemporary metalwork. 

In this monograph Dr. Zarnecki, of the Courtauld Institute, London, studies surviving 

examples both stylistically and analytically as well as examining the links between 

English lead fonts and those made in the Meuse valley of lower Lorraine; the influence 

of illuminated manuscripts on the scenes depicted in relief on the sides of the fonts is 

also discussed. The plates are clearly produced, with numerous details of valuc to 
antiquarians and art historians. (739°5) 


THE ENGLISH FACE. David Piper. Thames & Hudson, 35s. 1957. 21 cm. 
352 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 
An historical survey of English portraiture, in which the author, Assistant Keeper at 
the National Portrait Gallery, London, develops his theme by discussing the different 
styles of portrait-painting which were established in successive periods of English 
history. In defining the accepted norm of beauty which each age evolved for itself, 
Mr. Piper also considers the contributions of sculptors, caricaturists and photographers, 
as well as the influence of costume accessories such as wigs, hair-styles, cosmetics, head 
coverings and neckware. This is a most readable and stimulating book, which touches 
upon national psychology, social life and patronage as well as providing a conspectus 
of the English achievement in portraiture. (757) 


DWARFS AND JESTERS IN ART. E. Tietze-Conrat. Translated from 
the German by Elizabeth Osborn. Phaidon Press, 27s. 6d. 1957. 27°5 cm. 112 pages. 
99 illustrations. 

This essay on an unusual subject assembles together much information on the role of 

court dwarfs or jesters and their appearance in pictures painted by the great masters. 

The great days of the fool were from the mid-1sth to the mid-17th century when he 

was an indispensable adjunct to a prince’s court, enjoying special privileges and achiev- 

ing a prestige-value which today it is hard to understand. The careers of historical 
court fools, their clothes, quips and significance, are all discussed in the profusely 
illustrated text. The notes to the plates, which reproduce pictures by Massys, Diirer, 

Leonardo da Vinci, Velasquez and others, contain further details on an interesting, if 

somewhat esoteric, subject. (757) 


THE CHALLENGE OF MODERN ART. Allen Leepa. Peter Owen, 50s. 
1957. 24 cm. 332 pages. 237 illustrations. Diagrams. Index. 

Writing in the firm belief that ‘art stems from meaningful experience’ Professor Allen 

Leepa, an American artist and teacher, provides in the present book a detailed assess- 

ment of the modern movement in art. He analyses statements made at different times 

by the artists themselves, discusses colour, the representation of space, how a picture is 

created, and gives some account of the historical background. He is primarily con-

Every type of picture, from un- 
compromising abstractionism to meticulous realism, is included and there is a list of 
names and addresses of the artists at the end of the book.

THE EXPRESSIONISTS. A Survey of their Graphic Art. Text by Carl 
Zigrosser. Thames & Hudson, sos. 1957. 28-5 cm. 38 pages of text. 131 illustrations

This study of the graphic work of artists belonging to the Expressionist movement re- 
produces examples of prints and woodcuts mainly dating from ¢.1880 to 1930. Pre- 
dominantly a German movement, though the antecedents of the style may be found 
in the work of Van Gogh, Gauguin and Munch, Expressionism is an assertion of the 
subjective, emotional experience of the artist in contrast to the detached observation 
of physical phenomena which characterises the French Impressionists. Dr. Zigrosser, 
Curator of Prints and Drawings at the Philadelphia Museum of Art, gives an account 
of the movement with biographical details of individual artists. (769-084)

ANCIENT AND ORIENTAL MUSIC. Edited by Egon Wellesz. Oxford 
University Press, 63s. 1957. 25 cm. $46 pages. Illustrations. Musical examples. Biblio- 
graphy. Index. (New Oxford History of Music. Vol. 1) 
For nine specialists to cover in a single volume the music of China, Japan, India, Egypt, 
Islam, Greece, Rome and the Bible is a notable feat. When, as here, the volume is 
mostly very readable, it is all the more notable, especially since much of it deals with 
rather abstruse theory—the structure of scales, harmonics and the like. The range and 
nature of the instruments and the occasion of their use are sometimes (e.g. for Egypt 
and Rome) discussed in default of any surviving music. But where the music is known 
in some quantity, as for China and Islam, its historical value is clearly and fully ex- 
plained. Perhaps the most brilliant chapter is the introductory one by Marius Schneider 
(Professor of Comparative Musicology in Cologne University) who analyses the 
characteristic fundamentals of the music of primitive peoples the world over, from 
Australia to Peru and North America. The volume is a triumph of scholarship: uni- 
versity students and teachers will find it indispensable. (780-9) 


FATHER HENRY WILLIS, organ builder, and his successors. W. L. 
Sumner. Musical Opinion, 10s. 6d. 1957. 25°5 cm. 64 pages. Illustrations. 

Dr. Sumner, who is a lecturer in the University of Nottingham and an authority on 

the organ, has packed a lot of valuable material into these pages. He shows how the 

founder of this famous firm, which has built organs all over the world, established the 

tradition of craftsmanship and service followed so devotedly by his successors in a 
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changing world. Organists, whether they play Willis instruments or not, will find 
this monograph of absorbing interest. (786-63)

THE OXFORD COMPANION TO THE THEATRE. Edited by Phyllis 
Hartnoll. 2nd edition. Oxford University Press, 45s. 1957. 24 cm. 932 pages. Ilustra- 
tions. Bibliography. 
The main text (888 pages) of articles—alphabetically arranged and followed by a 
bibliography—dealing with the theatre as a source of entertainment in all countries and 
in all ages, is a reprint of the first edition (1951) of this encyclopaedia, designed for the 
general play-goer rather than for the student of drama. Although entries on fifty new 
subjects have been added in the supplement it is a pity that the original essays on con- 
temporary personalities and the theatre today have not been brought up to date. The 
most interesting new feature is the inclusion of 154 well chosen illustrations with 
descriptive notes. There is also a supplementary 4-page bibliography for 1951-1956.

MY BETTERS. George W. Bishop. Heinemann, 25s. 1957. 21°5 cm. 292 
pages. Illustrations. Index. 
The title indicates the author’s modest valuation of himself in relation to ‘the interest- 
ing people I have met’. First sketching his own early life up to the time he became a 
dramatic critic and editor, Mr. Bishop thereafter devotes his book to the eminent men 
and women with whom he has enjoyed close friendships: Bernard Shaw (who has 
more space than anyone else), Somerset Maugham, Noél Coward, Dame Edith 
Evans, Dame Marie Tempest, George Moore the novelist, the poets Francis Thompson 
and Alice Meynell, and a number of celebrated musicians. The many personal anec- 
dotes are an attractive feature in a survey which is a genuine contribution to the history 
of the 2oth century theatre.

A PICTURE HISTORY OF THE BRITISH THEATRE. Raymond 
Mander and Joe Mitchenson. Hulton Press, 30s. 1957. 29 cm. 160 pages. $38 illustra- 
ions. Indexes. (Hulton’s Picture Histories) 

This valuable volume does not convey so much the real progression of the theatre 

from Elizabethan and Jacobean times to the present day as an assortment of pictures of 

varying interest, of theatres, stages, actors, authors and audiences, drawn in the main 
from the famous Mander and Mitchenson Theatre Collection. The book is divided 
into six sections, with commentaries and carefully documented captions to each illus-

OLD VIC DRAMA 2. 1947-1957. Audrey Williamson. Rockliff, 30s. 1957. 
225 cm. 236 pages. Illustrations (1 in colour). Index. 
In this second volume (her first covered 1934-1947), the author traces the history of 
Britain’s ‘national theatre’ through several changes in the post-war period, such as its 
move from the New Theatre back to the Old Vic Theatre, the closing of the Old Vic 
Dramatic School and Theatre Centre, and the scheme to produce all the thirty-six 
plays of Shakespeare in the First Folio over a period of five years, 1953-58. She finds 
space to analyse all the productions, to comment on their direction and acting, and 
often to quote the pronouncements of other critics. The plays reviewed range from 
Shakespeare to other classics, English and foreign. (792-0942)

A DICTIONARY OF BALLET. G. B. L. Wilson. Penguin Books, 5s. 1957. 
18 cm. 284 pages. Illustrations. Drawings by Peter Revitt. Paper covers. (Penguin

A work undertaken by the ballet historian Deryck Lynham, but prevented by his early 
and sudden death in 1951, is here presented with skill and scholarship by the secretary 
of the Association of Ballet Clubs in Britain, a critic and photographer of considerable 
note. He deals brilliantly with technical and aesthetic terms, and the entries for ballets 
(with full production dates), dancers, choreographers, publications, companies, 
theatres, critics, historians, musicians and painters, selected on clearly stated principles 
of limitation and method, amply fulfil his expressed hope to ‘help all those interested 
in the art and . . . save them time in making references’. All entries are complete to 
1955, many to 1956, and a few include information of events in carly 1957.

This is the story of Stirling Moss’s phenomenally rapid rise to the front rank of inter- 
national racing drivers. It is also an account of the rebirth and development of motor 
racing in the post-war period. A host of races are described from the driver’s point of 
view, from small circuits to Grands Prix. They make exciting reading and throw a 
great deal of light on motor racing techniques, as well as on the skills, temperament, 
and training that the successful racing driver must possess or acquire. This is, in effect, 
a treatise on motor racing as an art and it should appeal to all followers of the sport.

LEAVES OF GRASS. Walt Whitman. Introduction and notes by Emory 
Holloway. Reprint. Dent, 8s. 6d. 1957. 18-5 cm. $10 pages. Bibliography. Index. 
(Everyman's Library) 
Walt Whitman is in many ways one of the most revolutionary poets of the 19th cen- 
tury, a prophet of the democratic order of modern Western society. His poetry appeals 
less through its technical skill than through the force of his ideas and convictions. 
Nevertheless, Leaves of Grass is a great pioneering achievement in free verse, a book 
which opened the way to radical changes in the rhythm and structure of the poetry 
of the next hundred years. The introductory biographical and critical note is admirably 
designed for the reader approaching this highly original poet for the first time.

A TOUCH OF THE POET. A Play in Four Acts. Eugene O'Neill. Cape, 
12s. 6d. 1957. 20 cm. 138 pages. 

It is stated that this last remaining play by America’s foremost dramatist (1888-1953) 
was one of a series of nine plays which O’Neill had planned to cover the history of the 
United States since the War of Independence. Six of the others he destroyed. A Touch 
of the Poet is dominated by the central character, a former Irish major in Wellington’s 
army, who has come to a Massachusetts village as tavern keeper, and who strives to 
retain his earlier prestige and éclat. Tension grows as his relationship with wife ‘and 
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daughter reaches a climax. There are finely drawn characters in both the principal and 
aalie parts. The play is reminiscent in style and incident of several of his earlier 
works.

AUSTRALIAN LITERARY ESSAYS. Frederick T. Macartney. Angus & 
Robertson (Sydney, Australia), 21s. 1957. 23 cm. 136 pages. 

Written by the poet and critic, Frederick Macartney, these essays are mainly concerned 
with the work of some of the lesser known Australian authors. The first essay outlines 
the author’s own attitude to literature—he says that the basis of literary appreciation is 
the enjoyment the reader obtains and thus the essays that follow seem designed for 
popular rather than scholastic taste. They are an uneven selection, though that dealing 
with the poetry of Bernard O’Dowd is stimulating in its treatment and appraisal. 
His comments on the literary quality of the songs and legends of the Australian 
aborigines will be of interest to many readers. (820°4A) 


English Poetry Australian Poetry 
ON POETRY AND POETS. T. S. Eliot. Faber, 21s. 1957. 22°5 cm. 
262 pages. 

This is Mr. Eliot’s first collection of papers since his Selected Essays appeared in 1932. 
So high is the author’s reputation that the merit of such papers as “The Music of Poetry’, 
“The Three Voices of Poetry’ and the two essays on Milton may be underrated; each 
by itself is a masterpiece of judicious analysis and synthesis. If the prose of Mr. Eliot’s 
later period lacks the concentration and edge of the earlier, it is nevertheless ballasted 
with a knowledge and sensibility which no contemporary has equalled. The essays on 
‘Goethe the Sage’, “Poetry and Drama’ and “The Frontiers of Criticism’ represent the 
reflections of a life-time of devotion to literature, together with the conviction that 
literature is a stepping-stone to still higher disciplines. (821-004) 


EDMUND SPENSER. Rosemary Freeman. Longmans for the British Council, 
2s. 19$7. 21°§ cm. 40 pages. Portrait frontispiece. Bibliography. Paper covers. 
(Bibliographical Supplements to ‘British Book News’) 

The work of Edmund Spenser (1552-99), which began the great Elizabethan literary 

outburst, presents many difficulties to modern readers, which this competent essay 

should go far to remove. His poetical magic, recognised ever since his time, is fully 
illustrated, and the criteria necessary to the assessment of the poems of each kind, 
pastoral, lyric, satirical, are examined. Spenser’s work is given its contemporary set- 
ting, and he is shown bending conventional forms and technique to his own design. 
In joining issue with much modern criticism, the discussion of the unique Spenserian 
allegory in the Faerie Queene is valuable and stimulating. (821-3) 


MILTON. David Daiches. Hutchinson, tos. 6d. 1957. 19 cm. 254 pages. Biblio- 
graphy. Index. (Hutchinson University Library) 
The author adheres to his plan of giving a critical appreciation of Milton’s work on 
strictly literary grounds. In his early poetry, Latin and English, Milton’s sense of litera- 
ture as a Christian humanist is seen in his poetic ideals and practice. Milton’s develop- 
ing technique, his sense of music and his response to country manners and scenes appear 
in the discussions of “‘Comus’ and ‘Lycidas’, ‘L’Allegro’ and ‘Il Penseroso’. His sonnets 
show what he had learned from Italian sonneteers, and his prose illustrates his use of 
rhetoric. The detailed attention given to Paradise Lost is an outstanding feature of this 
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book. Its theme, structure, poetic devices and purpose are discussed. Dr. Daiches main- 
tains that Milton included almost all that Western man had thought, felt and imagined. 
No reader of Milton should leave this excellent book out of account. (821-4) 


SELECTED POEMS OF HENRY KENDALL. With biographical and 
critical introduction by T. Inglis Moore. Angus & Robertson (Sydney, Australia and 
London, 17s. 6d. 1957. 23 cm. 238 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. Indexes. 

In his critical introduction to this selection of poems by Henry Kendall, the editor sees 

the poet as a romantic, classical and realist writer. He has made his selection almost 

wholly on the basis of literary merit and arranged it so that the broad scope of Kendall’s 
work can be assessed. Careful attention has been given to the texts of the poems in- 
cluded. Historically, Kendall is important as he was one of the first poets to assimilate 
the Australian environment and express it in his lyrics; he is also considered a pioneer 
of the songs of bush life. At the same time, he was a man of his time and his poetry is 
written in the Victorian romantic diction that was typical of his age. 821-8A) 


TENANTS OF THE HOUSE. Poems 1951-1956. Dannie Abse. Hutchinson, 
12s. 6d. 1957. 23*5 cm. 80 pages. 
Dr. Abse in this latest volume ranges over a number of themes: reflections on time and 
death, social ills, the problems of poetry, love, and the sense of place. He is weakest 
when writing on metaphysical themes. His vague allegories cloud and obscure subjects 
cloudy in themselves. He is at his best in the simpler love lyrics and in his more satiri- 
cal poems, particularly the ironical Letter to the Times. His virtues: richness and ex- 
uberance, are closely allied to his weaknesses: vagueness, diffuseness, rhetoric for its 
own sake. He is adventurous with language and imagery, but far too fluent. Greater 
economy and discipline would strengthen his gifts enormously. (821-9) 


THE HAWK IN THE RAIN. Ted Hughes. Faber, 10s. 6d. 1957. 22°5 cm. 
60 pages. 
In his first book of poetry Mr. Hughes already shows exceptional accomplishment and 
assurance. This is a collection of short lyric poems, but the subjects are extremely varied. 
They include poems on animals, love-poems, scenes of battle or violent action. To all 
of these the author brings a remarkable freshness of imagery and vitality of language 
and finds in the resources of contemporary speech a depth of association which marks 
a genuine poetic talent. This volume was the choice of the Poetry Book Society for 
this autumn.

DYLAN THOMAS. G. S. Fraser. Longmans for the British Council, 2s. 1957.

The reputation of Dylan Thomas, the Welsh poct who died in 1953, has passed 

through many vicissitudes. During his most poetically productive period he was 

comparatively unknown, but in his years of fame he shone as an ebullient personality 
and as a script-writer; while the sensational publicity associated with his death caused 
not a few critics a positive revulsion against his poetry. Mr. Fraser’s judgment must 
rank among the most finely balanced yet to be offered. He writes with warmth and 
understanding of Thomas as a man, traces the development of his lyrical gifts and 
concludes with a just and persuasive estimate of his final achievement. (821-9)

SHAKESPEARE AND HIS COMEDIES. John Russell Brown. Methuen, 
21S. 19$7. 22 cm. 208 pages. Index. 

Much has been written about Shakespeare’s comedies individually, but there have 
been comparatively few attempts to survey them as a whole body of work. Professor 
Charlton’s Shakespearean Comedy placed them in masterly fashion in the history of 
comedy; Mr. Brown now offers a closer examination of the comedies up to Twelfth 
Night (though he says little of the final group), singling out the dominant themes and 
analysing the dramatic conventions and methods of construction which Shakespeare 
employs. He is a sensitive and precise critic, who shows himself thoroughly up to 
date with recent scholarship, and his book is a fresh contribution of genuine interest.

PHILIP MASSINGER: The Man and the Playwright. T. A. Dunn. 
Nelson for the University College of Ghana, 30s. 24 cm. 1957. 298 pages. Frontispiece. 
Bibliography. Index. 

Massinger was the principal writer for the public theatres in 1625-40 and his achieve- 

ment deserves more attention than it has hitherto received. Dr. Dunn, who is lecturer 

in English at the University College of Ghana, has written a full-length critical study 
basing his discussion on the fifteen plays known to be by Massinger alone and wisely 
leaving aside the others which involve problems of collaboration. This is an important 
book which adds new material to the scanty biographical information we possess and 
brings the findings of modern research in Jacobean drama to bear on Massinger’s 
art as a playwright. Particularly noteworthy is the detailed assessment of dramatic 
technique, but Dr. Dunn concerns himself also with the moral philosophy in the 
plays and with their style. (822-4). 


ALL THAT FALL. A Play for Radio. Samuel Beckett. Faber, $s. 1957. 
20 cm. 38 pages. Paper covers. 
The Irish-born, French-domiciled dramatist, Samuel Beckett, author of the most 
discussed stage play of recent years, Waiting for Godot, wrote in English this short 
radio play, specially commissioned by the B.B.C. It is a little masterpiece: sparse, 
yet with the maximum shattering effect, all the more dramatic in that the situation, 
an old Irish woman going to meet her blind husband at the railway station, is such 
a commonplace affair. One searches for comparisons, and thinks of Kafka wedded 
to O’Casey, but it is Samuel Beckett’s own brand of genius that produces this human 
allegory in a rural Irish setting. (822-9) 


THE ENTERTAINER. John Osborne. Faber, tos.6d. 1957. 20 cm. 
90 pages. 
Mr. Osborne acquired fame as the ‘prophet’ of this generation with the production of 
his first play, Look Back In Anger. The Entertainer, following almost too quickly (signs 
of haste are apparent in the writing), won further acclaim, perhaps this time awarded 
equally for Sir Laurence Olivier’s superb performance as Archie Rice, the battered 
failure of a music-hall entertainer. Mr. Osborne’s dialogue is as taut and telling as 
before, but the play lacks shape and many of the good things in it are submerged by 
inexpert craftsmanship. Nevertheless, Archie Rice and Jimmy Porter (Look Back In 
Anger) are characters who, one feels, may be referred to by a future generation as 
symptomatic of this present decade. (822-9)

THE DESCENT OF EUPHUES. Three Elizabethan Romance stories: 
Euphues; Pandosto; Piers Plainness. Edited with an introduction by James Winny. 
Cambridge University Press, 16s. 1957. 19 cm. 206 pages. 
Mr. Winny has already published a valuable selection of passages to illustrate 
Elizabethan thought and now follows this in lighter vein with three ‘novels’ of the 
period. Euphues and Pandosto are not hard to come by in modern editions, but 
Chettle’s Piers Plainness is here reprinted for the first time. The three tales are made 
pleasantly accessible to those unfamiliar with Elizabethan prose by Mr. Winny’s 
useful introduction and glossary and by the slight modernisation of the text.

English Essays 
SELECTED WRITINGS OF SYDNEY SMITH. Edited and with an 
introduction by W. H. Auden. Faber, 30s. 1957. 22°5 cm. 416 pages. 
Sydney Smith (1771-1845), the most brilliant wit of his generation, is seen here as an 
accomplished polemical writer. As he deals, among other subjects, with Catholic 
Emancipation, Church finance, the Reform Bill, education, and the plight of 
chimney sweeps, he appears as a Liberal Reformer fighting injustice but deprecating 
violent reforms. He uses, however, all his famous verbal dexterity and variety of 
expression in presenting his case in telling fashion; he may be numbered, indeed, 
among the best of English literary controversialists. The book reveals a fine personality 
turned to questions that were exercising many people in the early nineteenth century. 
Auden’s helpful introduction gives a sketch of Sydney Smith’s life, points out the 
differences in his style and discusses him as an exponent of English Liberalism.

French Literature 
THE SONG OF ROLAND. Newly translated from the French by Dorothy 
L. Sayers. Penguin Books, 3s.6d. 1957. 18 cm. 206 pages. Paper covers. (Penguin 
Classics) 
An epic poem of the late 11th century; the greatest of the chansons de geste. The first 
part is well known: the great warriors Roland and Oliver and a picked force left to 
hold the pass of Roncevaux against the Saracens while Charlemagne’s army crosses 
the Pyrenees, are annihilated, the dying Roland sounding his famous horn too late 
to summon Charlemagne’s help. The second part relates Charlemagne’s retaliatory 
crusade against the Saracens. The excellent introduction discusses the episodical 
source of the story and the influences transforming it to epic greatness. The thematic 
structure, characterisation and diction of the epic are dealt with. Miss Sayers’s trans- 
lation maintains the unadorned directness of the original. (841-1) 


Latin Literature 


LATIN VERSE AND EUROPEAN SONG. A Study in Accent and 
Rhythm. William Beare. Methuen, 37s.6d. 1957. 22 cm. 296 pages. Index. 
The author, Professor of Latin in Bristol University, has also written The Roman 
Stage. He now discusses the numerous problems of Latin metre within the framework 
of European theory and practice, ancient and modern, with some reference also to 
non-European versification, e.g., Indian and Hebrew. In this controversial subject, 
opinions on which tend even to be divided by national boundaries, Professor Beare 
is critical and independent, but avoids dogmatism. Latin verse is treated from its 
Saturnian beginnings down to the Middle Ages, prominent topics being ictus and 
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accent and the development of rhyme. Though primarily for Latinists, the book will 
interest metricians in many fields. (871) 





Indian Literature 
THE HERALD OF SPRING. Poems from Mohudé. Rabindranath Tagore. 
Translated from the Bengali by Aurobindo Bose. With a life of Tagore by the 
translator. Murray, 8s.6d. 1957. 17°5 cm. 94 pages. 
Late in his life, Tagore was invited to make a selection of his love poems and responded 
by producing a volume of entirely new poems entitled Mohud, a flower which 
ushers in the spring. These are poems which celebrate a passionate but at the same 
time intensely spiritual love. In this selection from them the translator has striven to 
provide as exact a rendering as possible, as he considers that the charm of this type of 
Indian poetry lies in its uniqueness and that it should not be transposed into English 
tones. He succeeds certainly in conveying the dominant ideas and images, but at the 
expense, to an English reader, of poetic effect. (891-4) 


Japanese Literature 
THE POETRY OF LIVING JAPAN. An Anthology with an Introduction 
by Takamichi Ninomiya and D. J. Enright. Murray, 8s.6d. 1957. 17°5 cm. 
112 pages. (Wisdom of the East Series) 
The importance of the poetry of Japan is rapidly becom ng recognised outside the 
country, though the amount of good translation frem japanese into English is still 
comparatively small. The appearance of this little voiume is as timely as the reading 
of it is enjoyable. Professor Ninomiya’s translations have been shaped into witty and 
sensible English by a British poet who knows the modern Japanese scene well. 
Dr. Enright taught at Konan ana Kobe Universities from 1953 to 1956 and entered 
whole-heartedly into Japanese literary life. The result of his collaboration with a 
fellow-teacher is a very happy one. (895-61) 


HISTORY [AND GEOGRAPHY] 


HISTORICAL ESSAYS. H. Trevor-Roper. Macmillan, 21s. 1957. 22-5 cm. 
306 pages. 
In this collection of some forty short articles, in the main the product of weekly 
journalism, the recently appointed Regius Professor of History at Oxford gives 
evidence of wide reading and a lively style. Naturally the brevity of most of these 
ephemeral reviews gives little scope for serious historical exposition, and this very 
mixed collection ranging from the world of Homer to Karl Marx and the study of 
history is hardly intended to be taken too seriously. As a summary of many recent 
books, and a starting point for reflections on many topics, it will prove a lively 
stimulus. (904) 


AN ATLAS OF WORLD AFFAIRS. Andrew Boyd. Methuen, 15s. 
19$7. 20°§ cm. 160 pages. Maps by W. H. Bromage. Index. 
Mr. Boyd, who is assistant editor of the Economist, is to be congratulated on this 
up-to-date and accurate reference book. There are seventy sections of two pages 
each. In the first we have an outline of the present situation with a brief note on the 
historical and statistical background and in the second a map of the relevant area. 
The topics covered include technical assistance, the Baghdad Pact, the Kashmir 
dispute and the evolving Commonwealth. This atlas is not intended to be used 
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instead of the usual type of atlas but in conjunction with it. It will be invaluable to 
everyone concerned with current affairs either as a professional or as an amateur.

TILL I END MY SONG. Robert Gibbings. Dent, 25s. 1957. 22 cm. 
240 pages. Frontispiece (in colour) and wood engravings by the author. 

Another delightful book by this author about the River Thames, here about the 
backwaters of it near his Berkshire cottage. He justifiably claims, ‘It is water that 
calls me’, for the river is his theme rather than subject. It evokes his artistic apprecia- 
tion of everything and everybody connected with it: wild life, odd characters, old 
legends and history, waterside scenes and buildings are portrayed with sureness of 
touch in graceful prose and his own delicate illustrations. His sense of humour and 
entertaining diversity, too, make this book a worthy companion to his Sweet Thames 
Run Softly.

THE VANISHED CITY. A Study of London. Robert Carrier and Oliver 
Lawson Dick. Hutchinson, 63s. 1957. 28-5 cm. 118 pages. Many illustrations. 
While Mr. Dick’s historico-topographical commentary has its own independent 
interest, the uniqueness of this handsomely produced book lies in the fine collection 
of pictures photographed from engravings made between the 16th and 18th centuries. 
Including churches, gates, hospitals, public buildings, palaces, private mansions, 
schools and colleges, theatres, squares and gardens, these provide a portrait of the 
London known to long-past generations—a London of which very few vestiges now 
remain. The book can be warmly commended to all who have visited or wish to 
visit London, though commercial expansion has deprived the city of most of the 
visual beauty displayed abundantly in the illustrations assembled by Mr. Carrier from 
the British Museum’s rich collections. (914-21) 


THE SKY IS ITALIAN. Anthony Thorne. Harvill Press, 21s. 1957. 22 cm. 
190 pages. Illustrations. 

To write a readable book about Italy today is a severe test of an author’s capacities. 
The specialist, of course, has his field marked out for him. Mr. Thorne, without 
possessing great learning or being a great stylist, has succeeded simply by dispensing 
with preconceived ideas and by keeping his eyes open. He writes of everyda 

happenings, of the wineshops and street-markets of Rome, of uneventful village life 
on the Adriatic, but he also has the enterprise to explore the volcanoes of the south 
and to argue with officials about museum regulations. He is a writer with something 
to say because he is never satisfied with a tourist’s routine. (914°5) 


THE MASQUE OF CAPRI. Edwin Cerio. Nelson, 18s. 1957. 24 cm. 
144 pages. Photographs. Drawings by Letizia Cerio. 

The author was born on Capri and as a young man came to know the remarkable 
cosmopolitan residents, including Norman Douglas and Axel Munthe, who made 
the island famous. His earlier book, That Capri Air, revealed him as a writer equall 

at home in archaeology, botany and many other aspects of local history. This we! 
is a chronicle of the island from mythological times to the present, written with a 
light touch; it includes some particularly brilliant chapters on the various colonies of 
eccentrics who have adorned Capri life for the last sixty years. The book is delight- 
fully illustrated. (9145) 
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A JAPANESE FAMILY. John Sykes. Wingate, 15s. 1957. 22 cm. 166 pages. 
Illustrations. 
The author of this travelogue, coming unobtrusively into Japan with his wife to see 
how people lived and felt, and to make up a story about it, spent a short time in 
Tokyo, then stayed with a Japanese family in Kyoto. His experience of Japan was 
limited mainly to these two cities. Yet he manages to capture many of the outstanding 
features, to place them in fair perspective, and to compose a readable story that should 
neither startle nor offend. John Sykes is a pacifist, with a sympathetic interest in 
people and their worries. This is his fourth book, a good one, quietly humorous, 
recommended to readers who want a straightforward description of Japan today with 
a love story thrown in. (915-2) 


INDIA: THE MANY-STORIED HOUSE. Irene Vongehr Vincent. Faber, 
218. 19$7. 22°5 cm. 256 pages. Photographs by John B. Vincent and the author 
(those in colour by the former). Index. 

A record of a family’s journey through India by car, told with zest and literary skill. 

Three small daughters, far from being a handicap, proved indispensable to the sense 

of adventure, the breaking down of barriers, and bringing the travellers close to the 

hearts of the people. The journey is one of exploration and discovery, and takes us 
to the lagoons of Travancore and Cochin, the sun-baked plains of the Deccan, the 
bustle of Bombay, the splendour of Agra, and the lovely vale of Kashmir. It is 
described with a sympathetic understanding of people, an unfailing eye for beauty 
in art, architecture and landscape and a warm appreciation of human friendships and 
family life.

PERSIAN SPRING. Wilfrid Blunt. Barrie, 25s. 1957. 22 cm. 264 pages. 
Illustrations. Map. 
In diary form Mr. Blunt records his journey and observations made in the spring of 
1956 through Iran, with brief excursions into Afghanistan, Syria and Lebanon. At 
the beginning it is unpromising, but it warms up as he finds his way about the Persian 
scene, and he is at his best in temples, buses, and hotels away from his fellow country- 
men. Mr. Blunt is an artist and his observations are critical and entertaining, but as a 
botanist he has not given us enough, yet he has added a new and in some ways an 
original chapter to travel in Iran, which will delight many readers. (915-5) 


THE SETTLERS. Peter Dalzel. Constable, 21s. 1957. 22-5 cm. 218 pages. 
Illustrations. 

The author left England with his wife and infant son just after the war and, after 
staying for a time in Newfoundland, crossed to Canada and finally settled in British 
Columbia. This book is chiefly concerned with an account of his life on the shores of 
Francois Lake, where he took over a derelict homestead and built up a flourishing 
smallholding. The great changes brought about by the different seasons are graphically 
described, and the pleasant and vivid narrative has an idyllic but not artificial quality.

ARCTIC DOCTOR. An Account of Strange Adventures among the 
Eskimos. Joseph P. Moody with W. de Groot van Embden. Reprint. Beacon

In 1946 the author, a newly qualified doctor, left Ontario with his wife and child to 

act as medical officer to white and Eskimo patients scattered over 600,000 square 
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miles of the Canadian East Arctic. Journeys by dog team and by air to some of these, 
life at his isolated post, and the anxieties of diagnosis and prescription by radio and of 
a devastating poliomyelitis epidemic are graphically described, while a subsequent 
geological survey, mainly by canoe, provides the occasion for further adventures and 
a thought-provoking study of the Eskimo and the potential resources of his country.

The problem of how the widely scattered islands of Polynesia were settled by a 

people similar in race, language and culture, has fascinated many writers. The present 

author has examined in detail the reports of early European explorers who made 
enquiries about the range of inter-island contacts. He concludes most plausibly that 

Polynesian dispersal was due to sporadic and accidental voyages occasioned by storm 

or exile. Apart from some repetition, the book is well written and will interest both 

the general reader and the student. (919) 


FORGOTTEN ISLANDS OF THE SOUTH SEAS. Bengt Danielsson. 
Translated from the Swedish by F. H. Lyon. Allen & Unwin, 18s. 1957. 22°5 cm. 
204 pages. Illustrations. Maps. Index. 

The author, who was a member of the famous Kon-Tiki expedition and has already 

written two books about the South Seas, here describes his stay in the Marquesas, 

where he and his wife built themselves a house and lived as far as possible in the 
native style. He is an anthropologist and gives us the unvarnished truth about these 
remote and exquisitely beautiful islands and their inhabitants, spoiled by their 
contacts with civilisation and sadly neglected by their colonisers. Memories of 
Gauguin and Herman Melville are included. The photographs are splendid, and the 
translation first-class. (919-631) 


MEN AGAINST THE FROZEN NORTH. Ritchie Calder. Allen & 
Unwin, 16s. 1957. 22°5 cm. 280 pages. Illustrations. Endpaper map. Index. 
Ritchie Calder went to the Canadian Arctic as a scientific journalist to find out what 
it is like and how it is currently being developed. Travelling by aeroplane, dog-sledge 
and snow-tractor, flying over the North Pole, undergoing an Arctic survival course, 
visiting Eskimo settlements, uranium and gold mines, an agricultural research station, 
weather stations, and the American base at Thule, Greenland, he talked with 
Mounties, traders, missionaries, trappers, scientists, doctors, nurses and the indomitable 
flyers who have revolutionised life in the area, and his account of his adventures is 
factual, lively, topical and very good reading. (919°8) 


HIGH ARCTIC. The Story of the British North Greenland Expedition. 
Mike Banks. With four chapters by Angus Erskine. Dent, 25s. 1957. 22 cm. 
288 pages. Photographs (1 in colour). Drawings by Lilias Stirling. Maps. Index. 

The official record of the British North Greenland Expedition 1952/4 has been 

written by its leader, Commander Simpson. Inevitably the present author covers 

some of the same ground, but his entertainingly written account of the gravity work 
for which he was responsible—including an 800-mile survey from Dronning Louise 

Land to Thule—throws light on the functioning of weasel snow tractors on the 

ice-cap and on human reactions to life at base headquarters during two winters. The 
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four chapters by Angus Erskine are on his own experiences in charge of dog transport 
and the photographs are by members of the expedition. (919-82) 


Biography 
SEARCH ME. Autobiography. The Black Country, Canada and Spain. 
Patrick Anderson. Chatto & Windus, 15s. 1957. 20°5 cm. 238 pages. 

The modern autobiography tends no longer to deal with an individual of more or 
less fixed characteristics telling his life history in more or less orderly sequence. 
Instead, the author is apt to spend much of his time in search of his own identity. 
Mr. Anderson, a much travelled Canadian, who has settled in England since the 
war, has written a highly original self-chronicle on these lines, relating it with the 
help of flash-backs in time and place. The method demands the gift for making 
apparently ordinary experiences interesting, but the author possesses this in ample 
measure.

THE THREE LIVES OF HARRIET HUBBARD AYER. Margaret 
Hubbard Ayer and Isabella Taves. W. H. Allen, 21s. 1957. 22 cm. 252 pages. 
Frontispiece. 

The story of Mrs. Ayer is part of the dynamic era of mid-nineteenth-century America 

when cities like Chicago, where she was born, rose from frontier posts to great 

industrial centres and fortunes were made and lost overnight. But even in that age 
her spectacular life as a wealthy society beauty, a fabulously successful business 
woman, and finally—after a horrifying period in an asylum—as a prominent 
journalist, attracted widespread attention and even notoriety. A sinister and hardly 
credible plot of intrigue against her darkened her later years. This record of a truly 
remarkable life was compiled in collaboration with her younger daughter, who is 
now in her seventies and who played an important part in the events related. (92) 


BEETHOVEN AND HIS NEPHEW. A Psychoanalytic Study of their 
Relationship. Editha Sterba and Richard Sterba. Translated from the German by 
Willard R. Trask. Dobson, 30s. 1957. 22-5 cm. 352 pages. Illustrations. 

From 1813 to 1826 Beethoven's private life was dominated by the intricate problem 

caused by the guardianship of his nephew Carl. Protracted worry affected the 

composer's — of music, and worsened his indifferent health. The strange complex 
of affection and jealous possessiveness which culminated in Carl’s attempted suicide, 
makes an engrossing but pathetic tale which two Austrian psychoanalysts have 

resented with meticulous sifting of the evidence. This is based largely on the 

Conversation Books’ (in which Beethoven’s friends wrote their questions and so 

broke down the wall of his deafness), supplemented by letters and legal documents. 

Though some of the psychological deductions may seem far-fetched, the general 

line of the book is sound enough. It fills an important gap in the English literature 

on Beethoven. (92) 


ST. BERNARD OF CLAIRVAUX. An Essay in Biography. Bruno S. 
James. Hodder & Stoughton, 12s.6d. 1957. 19°5 cm. 192 pages. Frontispiece. 
Bibliography. Index. 

Father James, as an editor and translator of Bernard’s letters, is well qualified to write 

a biography of the saint. Working from a mass of material he has given us a short 

but interesting and balanced study of one of the most powerful personalities in 12th 

century Europe. The chapter on the difficult and at times bitter relations between the 

Cluniacs and the Cistercians is particularly good. (92) 
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A TIME TO KEEP. André Chamson. Translated from the French by 
Erik de Mauny. Faber, 30s. 1957. 23 cm. 316 pages. 
The author, well known in England as a short-story writer, was born in 1900 and 
this opening instalment of his autobiography describes his first thirteen years in his 
native Cevennes. M. Chamson’s was an active, outdoor upbringing, full of hard 
knocks given and received and of passionate aspirations in a family where ambition 
often seemed more real than achievement. He understands you emotions well, 
and his memories are set down with a vividness that is intensely endearing; his 
portrait of the period, beautifully translated, recaptures what, for many living 
Frenchmen, must seem a golden age that has never returned. (92) 


THE GOLDEN SOVEREIGN. Richard Church. Heinemann, 18s. 1957. 
225 cm. 2§2 pages. 
Mr. Church here completes the autobiography which he began in the admirable and 
popular Over the Bridge (1955). He deals with the period from 1911 to 1920, during 
which he developed from a very junior Civil Servant of eighteen into a married man 
rejoicing in his first child and in the beginnings of his career as an author. His account 
of these years embraces family sorrows, hopes and frustrations of youth, disturbances 
and joys of young love, and the enlarging of intellectual and imaginative faculties 
which led to the threshold of literary Arcs and reputation. Mr. Church’s 
record of his wide reading and variety of friendships through that formative period 
is consonant with the spirit of engaging intimacy which made Over the Bridge out- 
standing among autobiographical writings of this century. (92) 


THE GALLEY SLAVES OF LOVE. The Story of Marie d’Agoult and 
Franz Liszt. Charlotte Haldane. Harvill Press, 21s. 1957. 22°5 cm. 256 pages. 
Illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 


This is a brilliant study of the interplay of musical and literary character during the 
hey-day of the romantic period in France and Germany. Many other great figures— 
such as the Princess Caroline Sayn-Wittgenstein, Richard and Cosima Wagner, Von 
Biilow and George Sands—play a vivid part in the clear, well-constructed narrative. 
Mrs. Haldane has drawn on recently published French sources to show how 
scandalously Liszt treated Marie d’Agoult and their children, and how his creative 
talent fluctuated, first in relation to his passionate attachment for her, and later to her 
domineering successor, the Princess Caroline. Marie is revealed as a sympathetic and 
highly intelligent woman, alive to the meaning of those two great political and 
social upheavals of her time, the revolutions of 1848 and the Franco-Prussian war. 
A most valuable addition to the literature of the period. (92) 


DEBUSSY: Musician of France. Victor I. Seroff. John Calder, 30s. 1957. 
22 cm. 368 pages. Illustrations. 
In this painstaking biography, the longest study of Debussy’s life yet written in 
English, the composer is seen during early years as an unhappy, self-centred man who 
later became the pitiful victim of ill-health and adverse circumstances. Mr. Seroff, 
an American critic, has a wide knowledge of the period and writes in a style so 
lively as to verge sometimes on the undignified. If only he had given fuller sources 
for the numerous quotations and weighed the evidence on contentious points rather 
more judiciously, this might have been recommended as a definitive work. (92) 
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COME DANCE WITH ME. A Memoir 1898-1956. Ninette de Valois. 
Hamish Hamilton, 25s. 1957. 23 cm. 250 pages. Illustrations. Index. 
Dame Ninette de Valois has made the greatest single contribution to the naturalisation 
of classical ballet in England, and its establishment on sound academic and theatrical 
lines. Her achievements—creative and administrative—received their recognition in 
the grant in January 1957 of a Royal Charter forming her school and her two 
companies into the Royal Ballet. This is her personal narrative of progress to that 
end. Rich in impressions and portraits, it shows plainly what she owes to her own 
training and experience, to the great figures of Diaghilev and Lilian Baylis, to the 
Old Vic and Sadler’s Wells theatres organisation and to other theatre managements, 
to her company, her choreographers, her audiences at home and abroad, and what, 
above all, she owes to her own indomitable personality. (92) 


SIGMUND FREUD: LIFE AND WORK. Vol. Ill. The Last Phase, 
1919-1939. Ernest Jones. Hogarth Press, 35s. 1957. 22°5 cm. $$2 pages. Illustrations. 
Index. 

Ernest Jones is Freud’s chief disciple in Britain and his three-volume Life, of which 

this is the concluding volume, will remain the standard biography for some time to 

come. He has had exceptional opportunities for the work, as he enjoyed Freud’s close 
friendship and confidences right up to the time of Freud’s death. As far as Freud’s 
personal life is concerned, this volume is one of suffering, covering as it does the 
difficulties caused by the political situation and the remorseless encroachment of 
cancer of the mouth. The second part is devoted to the development of Freud’s 
psychoanalytical theories during the period under review. (92) 


IF IT DIE. André Gide. Translated from the French by Dorothy Bussy. 
Reprint. Penguin Books, 3s.6d. 1957. 18 cm. 302 pages. Paper covers. 
Gide’s famous autobiography first appeared in 1924, and this translation was first 
published in a limited edition in 1950. Gide here describes his childhood and education 
in Paris and Rouen, the beginnings of his literary career, and his acquaintance with 
Oscar Wilde and Lord Alfred Douglas in North Africa (from which two short 
passages are excised in this edition), the narrative ending with his marriage. It is a 
searching chronicle of the author’s spiritual development and his friendships, written 
with considerable psychological tension between an austere Protestant upbringing 
and a craving for the life of pleasure. The translation is admirably sensitive. (92) 


JOHN GRANT’S JOURNEY. A Convict’s Story, 1803-1811. W. S. 
Hill-Reid. Heinemann, 21s. 1957. 22°5 cm. 232 pages. Illustrations. Index. 
This is a remarkable narrative compiled by Mr. Hill-Reid from his subject’s letters 
and journals. Grant was a young clerk who fell hopelessly in love with the daughter 
of Lord Dudley and Ward. Finding his prospects frustrated, he quarrelled with and 
wounded the family lawyer and was condemned to death, the sentence being later 
commuted to transportation to Australia. A man of education and sensibility, he did 
not submit easily to authority nor to the brutalities of convict life, and finally secured 
his pardon and return after seven years. The story is dramatically told and throws 
an extremely interesting light on the relations between the convicts and the early 
settlers. (92) 
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GROCK: King of Clowns. Grock. Edited by Ernst Konstantin. Translated 
from the German by Basi! Creighton. Methuen, 21s. 1957. 22 cm. 222 pages, 
Illustrations. 

Grock, Swiss born, and the most celebrated clown of this century, gave his last 

performance at Hamburg in 1954. Two years later, at seventy-six years of age, he 

wrote these memoirs, which appear so spontaneously lively and so naturally humorous 
that one cannot believe they were written two years after he had retired because “he 
was beginning to feel tired’. His acts, travels, partners are all vividly described, 
together with the audiences and changing politics of the many countries he visited, 
but it is essentially his own life story from his Bernese peasant upbringing to his 
castle near San Remo that will beguile the reader. (92) 


ST. JOHN BAPTIST DE LA SALLE. W. J. Battersby. Burns & Oates, 
428. 19$7. 22 cm. 364 pages. Illustrations. Map. Bibliography. Index. 
Dr. Battersby presents us with a full-length biography of St. John Baptist De la 
Salle, the educational reformer of the 17th and early 18th centuries, and the founder 
of the Order of Teaching Brothers which has rendered outstanding service to 
education in schools all over England. We are given a picture of the process by which 
De la Salle attained sanctity, and the contribution made to educational method and 
organisation is examined with marked skill and unobtrusive scholarship. The notes 
and bibliography give some indication of the research represented in this standard 
biography written by a member of the Order. (92) 


KING OF THE FRENCH. A Portrait of Louis Philippe, 1773-1850. Agnes 
de Stoeckl. Murray, 25s. 1957. 22 cm. 320 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. 
Index. 

This book recaptures something of the spirit of French society during the lifetime of 

Louis Philippe. Despite his adventurous career, in which he was in turn a royal 

prince, Jacobin, vagabond, teacher of mathematics, a king, and lastly, a fugitive, 

Louis Philippe was not a very attractive character, and this biography would have 

less appeal were it merely an account of his shady career. With her considerable 

knowledge of the memoirs of the time, the author has brought to life again some of 

the people conspicuous in French society at a very curious phase in its history. (92) 


THE DESERT AND THE GREEN. The Earl of Lytton. Macdonald, 
258. 19$7. 22°5 cm. 350 pages. Illustrations. Index. 
This autobiography is worthy of a descendant of Byron and Wilfrid Scawen Blunt. 
After his years at Downside, the famous Catholic public school, Lord Lytton de- 
scribes his training at Sandhurst in 1919 where life was ruled by a rigid code rather 
than applied discipline. Service with the Rifle Brigade in Ireland during difficult 
times was followed by secondment to the King’s African Rifles, and his descriptions 
of soldiering and administration in Turkana, where conditions had remained un- 
changed from the beginning, are absorbingly interesting. His experiences in North 
Africa and Greece during and after World War II conclude a thoroughly worth- 
while book which should interest all and inform many. (92) 


EDUARD MORIKE: The Man and the Poet. Margaret Mare. Methuen, 
2$8. 19$7. 22 cm. 286 pages. Illustrations (2 in colour). Bibliography. Index. 

This agreeably written biography of a major German lyric poet devotes considerable 

space to the analysis of his poems, many of which are quoted in full, to his one 
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important novel, and to his short stories, as well as the drawings in which he dis- 
played considerable talent and at times revealed something of the darker side of his 
nature. It presents a picture of a personality that was more complex than might be 
expected by those who know M6Grike only from the poems set to music by Hugo 
Wolf, and the neurotic element in his psychology is clearly indicated by the author, 
though with little attempt to delve more deeply into the problem. As the first English 
monograph on MGrike, Miss Mare’s work, written for ce general reader, deserves a 
wide circulation. (92) 


IN A QUIET LAND. John O’Donoghue. Batsford, 15s. 1957. 22 cm. 
208 pages. 
This remarkable book is the maiden effort of an Irish house-painter who was born 
at the turn of the century and came to England fourteen years ago. Artless and fresh, 
but witty and graphic, it is an account of the life of a peasant boy in the south-west 
of Ireland. It describes a unique way of life, with its superstitions and its religion, its 
‘stations’, missions, and funeral customs, and its priestly domination, and has memor- 
able chapters on school life, a wake, peat-cutting, and the St. Finbar pilgrimage at 
Gougane Barra. (92) 


FLASHBACK. The autobiography of a British Film-maker. George Pearson. 
Allen & Unwin, 25s.; de luxe edition 105s. 1957. 22 cm. 236 pages. Illustrations. 
Index. 

George Pearson’s autobiography is the history of the British film production industry 

seen through the eyes of one of its leading creative minds. Pearson left his post as a 

Headmaster in 1912 to become a film writer and director for Pathé in London. He 

soon became the most distinguished producer of his day, the period of the silent film 

in Britain, and many senior British film-makers first learned their art and their craft 
from him. He later became one of the pioneers of the British Colonial Film Unit, 
where his experience as a teacher proved of the greatest value in training technicians. 

His book shows him to be devoted to his medium, seeing in each of his many films 

an artistic and a technical challenge. (92) 


DIMITRI STANCIOFF: Patriot and Cosmopolitan, 1864-1940. Nadejda 
Muir. Murray, 25s. 1957. 22°5 cm. 300 pages. Illustrations. Index. 
Dimitri Stancioff came of a wealthy Bulgarian merchant family from Sistovo on the 
Danube. He was educated at the Theresianum in Vienna. On Ferdinand of Saxe 
Coburg’s election as Prince of Bulgaria he became his private secretary. Thereafter, 
until Bulgaria’s entry into the First World War, Stancioff served Ferdinand loyally 
as adviser and Foreign Minister and as Ambassador in Roumania, Russia and 
France. After the war, in ill-assorted but effective partnership with Stambolisky, he 
defended Bulgaria’s interests at the Peace Conference and other international gather- 
ings and as Ambassador in London. This biography by his daughter, who was 
secretary to Stancioff and Stambolisky on important occasions, is neither accurate 
nor impartial in some of its versions of European events, but it throws interesting 
sidelights on the earlier part of Ferdinand’s reign and on international personalities 
and conferences up to 1924. (92) 


VOLTAIRE IN LOVE. Nancy Mitford. Hamish Hamilton, 21s. 1957. 
215 cm. 288 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 

This is an account of the chapter in Voltaire’s life (1733-1749) coinciding with his 

relations with the Marquise du Chitelet (“divine Emilie’), that remarkable woman 
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scientist, gay, kind and witty. Amidst the love-making and scientific experiments at 
Cirey in remote Champagne, Voltaire’s quicksilver life continues, with his writings, 
quarrels, journeys, relations with foreign Princes and other women, until the death 
of Emilie after the birth of a daughter (September 1749). Miss Mitford has had access 
to unpublished letters and, with her usual gift for historical gossip, presents her 
material most divertingly for the pleasure of student and general reader alike. (92)

A VICTORIAN CANVAS. The Memoirs of W. P. Frith, R.A. Edited by 
Nevile Wallis. Bles, 25s. 1957. 22-5 cm. 238 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography.

Each of these books in its own way throws light on a past but not remote age. In the 

first the author, the originator of the still popular Scrapbook programmes of the 

B.B.C., has culled from this long series a vivid reconstruction of events, people and 

atmosphere of a way of life near in time to the present but utterly diferent The 

second book covers the period 1912-1922 when the four sons of Sir William Bull 

M.P. grew up under wise and understanding parental influence in a house called 

“The Meadows’. Their father, a man of wide interests and activities, kept detailed 

journals, and it is largely upon these that the author, the youngest son, has drawn for 

his entertaining story that shows how a professional-class family was affected by 
events and parental interests. W. P. Frith (1819-1909), the central figure of the third 
book, compiled from his volumes of reminiscences, was one of the most popular 
painters of his day. He not only gossiped about his own times, he knew all the 
great Victorians, and painted with striking accuracy the life around him, as the 
illustrations in this book show. Many aspects of Victorian life and art are revealed in 
this book. All three books are well written and the last two have an entertainment

COMING TO LONDON. Edited by John Lehmann. Phoenix House, 
12s.6d. 1957. 19 cm. 176 pages. 

The editor of The London Magazine has assembled here one of the most successful 

features of his journal, a series of autobiographical essays in which well-known 

writers describe the beginnings of their career in the metropolis. The contributors 
range in seniority from Leonard Woolf and Middleton Murry to Jocelyn Brooke. 


Their essays are of extremely high quality and of especial interest not only for the 
light they throw upon their authors but for the vivid record they provide of the 
literary society and tastes of the last three generations. (920) 


SPORTSMAN’S WHO’S WHO. Raymond Glendenning and Robert 
Bateman. Museum Press, 16s. 1957. 19 cm. 256 pages. 
This little Who’s Who includes active sportsmen and sportswomen of Britain, 
indicating the field of sport in which each is engaged and giving their names, 
addresses and interests, as well as their ambitions and achievements. The names 
included are well known in many outdoor and indoor sports such as bowls, croquet, 
gliding, squash, and table-tennis, as well as football, cricket and athletics. The volume 
is well produced and useful for quick reference, but, because of its small size, it is 
necessarily very selective.

THE NEW CAMBRIDGE MODERN HISTORY. Vol. I: The 
Renaissance, 1493-1520. Edited by G. R. Potter. Vol. VII: The Old Regime, 
1713-63. Edited by J. O. Lindsay. Cambridge University Press, 37s.6d. 1957. 23°$ cm. 
$68 : 646 pages. Index. 
The original Cambridge Modern History, planned by Lord Acton in 1896 and completed 
by 1912, has long been a standard work of reference. Its publication was a landmark 
in historical studies, for it marked the victory of the specialist historian. No longer 
could historians be expected to interpret long periods of the past; the history of 
Europe could only be written by a team of specialists, each responsible for a definite 
hase or problem on which he could speak with the authority of the expert. There 
a been reactions against that view, but synthetic histories like the ‘Cambridge 
Modern’ are still much in favour. In an interesting general introduction to this new 
work, included in the first of these volumes, Sir George Clark explains why it has 
been thought necessary to rewrite rather than re-edit that history. In the first of the 
new volumes nineteen contributors deal with various aspects of the Renaissance, 
that important turning point in European history, and the prelude to the modern 
world. In the second volume twenty writers deal with a great formative period of 
European history, in which the pre-eminence of European dominion in world 
history was assured. This new work will undoubtedly meet the needs of students and 
general readers secking a summary of the latest views on European history. There 
will be some regret that it has not been found possible to indicate the sources of some 
of these re-assessments. (940) 


EUROPE SINCE NAPOLEON. David Thomson. Longmans, 42s. 1957. 
24 cm. 968 pages. Maps. Bibliography. Index. 
In this concise but substantial survey of the pattern of European history since the 
upheavals of the Napoleonic era, the author has achieved a scholarly textbook well 
designed to meet the needs of undergraduates. Mr. Thomson, who was recently 
elected Master of Sidney Sussex College, Cambridge, has been a university teacher 
for more than twenty years, and his experience is put to good use in the planning 
and general arrangement of his book. This is a fresh, stimulating and well-written 
book, into which an incredible amount of information and ideas is compressed. It 
will prove attractive to the general reader as well as to the mature student. —_ (940) 


THE CAROLINGIAN EMPIRE. Heinrich Fichtenau. Translated from 
the German by Peter Munz. Blackwell (Oxford), 25s. 1957. 22°5 cm. 220 pages. 
Index. (Studies in Mediaeval History. Vol. IX) 

The vital importance of Charles the Great’s reign has never been in doubt; but what 

exactly that importance was has been the subject of many learned controversies. 

This study, by a Viennese professor, attempts to reach the truth about some of these 

disputes. It is a realist study, concerned with the stresses and strains in Carolingian 

society in economic, political and religious life, and it leads to some outspoken 
conclusions concerning the limitations of the men of the period. While recognising 
their failures, the author brings out very strongly the achievements of the Caro- 

lingian Empire, the first conception of a united Europe. (940-1) 


CHARLES V: FATHER OF EUROPE. Gertrude von Schwarzenfeld. 
Translated from the German by Ruth Mary Bethell. Hollis & Carter, 30s. 1957. 
22 cm. 318 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 

This original and attractive book began as a diary of a tour of Spain. The sights, the 
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pictures, architecture, books and manuscripts seen, all seemed to have some connection 
with the Emperor Charles V. The memories they evoked coloured the author’s notes 
and fell into a pattern, in which the life-story of the great 16th century ruler 
dominated the scene. The result is a highly personal interpretation, not intended as 
an orthodox biography so much as a re-creation of the spirit of 16th century Spain. 
Numerous illustrations increase its charm as a delightful book for a leisure hour.

MIDWAY. The Battle that doomed Japan. Mitsuo Fuchida and Masatake 
Okumiya. Translated from the Japanese by Masataka Chihaya. Hutchinson, 253. 
19$7. 22 cm. 264 pages. Illustrations. Plans. Endpaper map. Index. 

The Battle of Midway in June, 1942, was the turning point of Japanese supremacy in 

the Pacific and heralded the superiority of the carrier over the battleship. The authors 

tell the story with meticulous accuracy and the result is an important addition to the 
bibliography of World War II. It begins with a summary of the evolution of 

Japanese naval strategy and changes following victory at Pearl Harbour. The success- 

ful United States raid on Tokyo called for the suppression of their increasing air 

bases in the Pacific. The Midway plan and preparations for battle are examined and 
the task organisation is given in full detail. The battle itself is related in two parts— 
the action and defeat of Admiral Nagumo’s Carrier Striking Force and Admiral 

Yamamoto’s Combined Fleet operations. The account ends with a skilful analysis of 

the crushing defeat suffered by the Imperial Navy. (940-545) 


RAMSAY AT WAR. The Fighting Life of Admiral Sir Bertram Ramsay. 
David Woodward. Kimber, 18s. 1957. 22 cm. 204 pages. Illustrations. 
The accidental death of Admiral Ramsay in 1945 robbed Britain of one of her most 
outstanding commanders of World War Il. Brought back from retirement, 
Ramsay gained promotion and re-instatement on the active list, and this excellent 
book shows why. His ability brought him posts of the highest importance: naval 
command at the Dunkirk evacuation, defence of the Dover Straits, command of 
British naval forces in the Sicilian campaign, and Allied naval commander in the 
invasion of North-west Europe. All these operations are clearly and concisely related, 
as well as Ramsay’s part in the planning for the assaults on North Africa and France.

ORDEAL BY WATER. Peter Keeble. Longmans, 18s. 1957. 22 cm. 
228 pages. Illustrations. Decorations by the author. 
The author tells his personal story about the adventurous but little known activities 
of one of the Navy’s most important roles in World War IIl—salvage and diving. 
While serving in minesweepers he was sent to his native South Africa to recruit 
experienced divers to clear Middle East ports of submerged vessels. The detailed 
account of his own first descent in Massawa harbour is rivalled in excitement only 
by his marathon dive in Beirut when he detached a secret apparatus, already wired 
for self-demolition, from a sunken U-boat. He disarmed mines in Greece where he 
landed before the reoccupation and where he was later captured by rebels but 
escaped.

A HISTORY OF THE ENGLISH-SPEAKING PEOPLES. Vol. IIL 
The Age of Revolution. Winston S. Churchill. Cassell, 30s. 1957. 25 cm. 344 pages. 
Maps. Index. 
The third volume of Sir Winston’s narrative covers the period 1688-1815, one with 
which he has many close affinities. It was a time of profound significance for the 
English-speaking peoples. During it there occurred three revolutions, which had 
tremendous results: all of them led to conflict between England and France. The 
English Revolution of 1688 expelled the last Catholic king from Britain and led to 
war with Louis XIV. The American Revolution split the English-speaking peoples. 
The French Revolution brought the principles of equality, liberty, and the rights of 
man, and more wars. And beneath the surface other revolutions in science and industry 
were laying the foundations of a new society. Readers already acquainted with Sir 
Winston’s style and method in the earlier volumes of this colourful narrative will 
need no incentives to sample yet another. They will not be disappointed. (942) 


EVERYDAY ENGLAND. Monica Redlich. Duckworth, 16s. 1957. 22 cm. 
188 pages. Illustrations. Map. Index. 
Not strictly a history, a guide-book or reference work, this study of England and 
its people—by an English writer married to a Danish diplomat—is intended for foreign 
students. The landscape is deftly sketched in, and there are chapters on the counties 
and towns, on villages and country life and the various classes of English people. 
Home life, religion, education, sport and leisure are also briefly but satisfactorily 
described, and there are sections on the English heritage. The reader will gain much 
useful information from this compact volume. (942) 


DEVIL’S BROOD. The Angevin Family. Alfred Duggan. Faber, 21s. 1957. 
22°5 cm. 278 pages. Bibliography. Index. 
This is the history of a 12th century family. Its head at that time was Henry Il of 
England. The author is not concerned with the considerable achievements of that 
king, undoubtedly the ablest monarch amongst the kings of medieval England. He is 
more concerned with the family, trying to explain why it was that its history should 
have been so bloodstained and turbulent. He finds the answer in the tradition which 
derived the family from a witch. This is readable history. From it may be gleaned 
a striking picture of 12th century life in England and France. (942-02) 


Italy 
THE FRENCH IN ITALY. Angus Heriot. Chatto & Windus, 30s. 1957. 
22°5 cm. 316 pages. Index. 

The opening chapters of Stendhal’s La Chartreuse de Parme draw a memorable picture 
of the popular ferment produced by the arrival of the French Revolutionary armies 
in Northern Italy. Mr. Heriot’s book takes a larger canvas and studies the impact of 
the French invasion upon the whole peninsula, in terms both of diplomatic and 
military history and of political ideas and social, economic and artistic life. It is open 
to the criticism that for a subject so heavily documented the author provides neither 
bibliography nor notes nor does he discuss his sources, but it remains a brilliantly 
written account which should greatly interest students of the period. (945) 


Russia 

RUSSIA IN THE MAKING. John Lawrence. Allen & Unwin, 25s. 1957. 
22 cm. 336 pages. Maps. Bibliography. Index. 

Anything Mr. Lawrence writes about Russia is worth reading, since it is based on 
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affection as well as knowledge. His !atest book might be described as a social history 
of Russia from the earliest times to the post-Stalin era. The clarity and simplicity of 
the style conceal the breadth of the author’s learning and the extreme skill with which 
he has compressed twenty-six centuries into three hundred pages, mainly by reducing 
to a minimum the history of Russia’s external relations and the details of internal 
politics and concentrating on development of the Russian community and economy 
and on the formation of characteristically Russian institutions, methods and outlook. 
He explains how much of Soviet procedure and behaviour derives from the past and 
is particularly informative about religious influences. (947)

RETURN TO CHINA. James Bertram. Heinemann, 25s. 1957. 22 cm. 
262 pages. Illustrations. 
This is one of the most convincing books so far written by a non-Communist on the 
domestic success achieved by the recent revolution in China. The author, a university 
lecturer from New Zealand, was in China before the Second World War as a special 
correspondent for The Times and first met the Communist leaders then. As a prisoner 
of war, he experienced the kind of hardships which, he felt, must be the lot of millions 
of Asians. From that point of view, he observes the progress made in China since 
1949. Though the resemblance between some of his conclusions and the statements 
made by Communist propagandists makes one ponder, his book should be taken 
seriously by all interested in Chinese affairs. (951-05) 


Japan 
THE DOUBLE PATRIOTS. A Study of Japanese Nationalism. Richard 
Storry. Chatto & Windus, 25s. 1957. 22°5 cm. 344 pages. Bibliography. Index. 

The “double patriots’ were those Japanese whose patriotic feelings were twice the 
strength of what was usual even in Japan, and who, by injecting this over-dose into 
their compatriots, produced the ‘dangerous consequences’ against which medicine 
labels warn us. Those who prescribed caution suffered the consequences first. Drawing 
mainly on the records of the Tokyo War Crimes Trials and on the Saionji-Harado 
Memoirs, Mr. Storry re-constructs the pre-1941 conspiracies with painstaking and 
undramatic exactitude. His account of the plots behind the Manchurian Incident, the 
1936 assassinations, the China ‘Incident’ and Pearl Harbour is strictly factual and 
academically documented—a valuable summary of first-hand evidence for serious 
students and writers of Far Eastern history. (952-033) 


Arabia 
THE WELLS OF IBN SA’UD. D. van der Meulen. Murray, 25s. 1957. 
22 cm. 280 pages. Illustrations. Index. 

The author, formerly of the Dutch Colonial Service in Indonesia, in 1926 became 
Consul, then Minister in Jedda. His studies of Arabic under the famous scholar 
Hurgronje, the author of Mekka, gave him knowledge to gauge the rise of Ibn Sa’ud 
and the Wahabi Kingdom, together with the problems arising from oil, American 
technical and agricultural experiments and, above all, the wealth bringing the 
modernism and materialism in its train which are destroying the religious precepts on 
which the kingdom was built and held together. His pages on Philby and Lawrence 
will be of interest to the student of Middle East politics, while the course of events 
is described with the clarity and the economy needed for the general reader. The 
photographs are excellent. (953-8) 








India 
A BARBARIAN IN INDIA. Ralf Oppenheim. Translated from the 

Danish by Katherine John. Phoenix House, 21s. 1957. 22 cm. 160 pages. Illustrations. 
The title is a little misleading, as the book is a series of connected essays by an 
appreciative, cultured traveller and able writer who understands the peoples of India 
and their way of life. The essays take us to temples, to the heart of Hinduism, to 
villages, palaces, places of pilgrimage, and streets of vice and squalor. We meet all 
kinds of people, beggars, Princes, Eurasians, Civil Servants, and political leaders. 
We begin to understand the grip of the dowry system, the power of caste, and the 
appeal of sati in the past. This book is necessarily fragmentary, but the fragments 
give us glimpses of the essential India. Tributes are paid to India’s great men and to 
her past, including the British connection which, the author finds, continues to 
influence Indian thought and outlook. (954)

ADVENTURES IN THE NEAREST EAST. Cyrus H. Gordon. 
Phoenix House, 2%. 1957. 22 cm. 192 pages. Illustrations. Maps. Bibliography. 
Index. 
Ten of the essays and the epilogue in the present collection are reprinted with but 
minor changes from the author's The Living Past (New York, 1941). They treat of 
archaeological method and discoveries at Ras Shamra, Nuzu and Lachish and of 
magical texts and glyptic art. The new sections deal with the Dead Sea Scrolls and 
the Coptic Fathers. The notes are a new feature. Dr. Gordon, who is now Professor of 
Near Eastern Studies at Brandeis University, Mass., is well known as a Semitic 
philologist and epigraphist and these essays show him to be a master of popular but 
scholarly exposition. (956) 


LEBANON IN HISTORY. From the Earliest Times to the Present. 

Philip K. Hitti. Macmillan, 42s. 1957. 22-5 cm. $68 pages. Illustrations. Maps. Index. 
Ranging from pre-history to modern times, Dr. Hitti writes of the Phoenician coast 
and those areas which have become the modern Republic of Lebanon. The con- 
querors of this coast, the succeeding civilisations and the religious controversies are 
complicated and specialist studies, but Dr. Hitti has made a coherent story for the 
general reader and for the student, who will welcome the admirable footnotes. His 
chapters on the Canaanites and the Semitic art and literature will be of particular 
interest to the Biblical student, and those on the literature and philosophy in the 
Graeco-Roman period and the renaissance of Arabic letters in modern times are 
among the best in the book. The text is well illustrated with maps, drawings and 
photographs. (956°9) 


A SOLDIER WITH THE ARABS. Sir John Bagot Glubb. Hodder & 
Stoughton, 25s. 1957. 23 cm. 460 pages. Illustrations. Maps. Index. 
After years of desert service in Iraq and Trans-Jordan, Glubb Pasha was given com- 
mand of the Arab Legion in 1939 and from then on was the close confidant of King 
Abdulla, who figures prominently in this excellent book as a wise and far-secing ruler. 
Following a brief but comprehensive background of events leading to friction between 
Israelis and Arabs, he gives a masterly account of the Palestine war of 1948 and of the 
uneasy period up to 1956 when political intrigue led to his dismissal by King Hussein. 
This he accepted with dignity and without rancour. It is a fascinating story of an 
Englishman’s dedication to Arabia and of the impact of international policy on Jordan 
in particular. (956-95)

THE EGBA AND THEIR NEIGHBOURS, 1842-1872. Saburi O. 
Biobaku. Oxford University Press, 21s. 1957. 22°5 cm. 136 pages. 4 maps. Biblio- 
graphy. Index. (Oxford Studies in African Affairs) 
In recent years there have been several detailed historical studies by African historians 
of the past of their own countries, and Dr. Biobaku’s work is an important addition 
to this material. He has described the history of the Egba people of southern Nigeria 
from the period of direct European contact to the departure of Commander J. H. 
Glover, whose expansionist policy brought him into conflict with the Egba. The 
events of this period are amply documented from a wide variety of published and 
manuscript sources, but in addition the author has included introductory chapters 
describing the social pattern and history of the Egba before 1842. His sources for 
this are largely the oral traditions still to be found in Nigeria, giving added value to 
a very thorough piece of research. (966-9) 


Zanzibar 
PRINCES OF ZINJ. The Rulers of Zanzibar. Genesta Hamilton. Hutchinson, 
21s. 19§7. 22 cm. 272 pages. Illustrations (1 in colour). Maps. Bibliography. Index. 
The coast and islands of the Azanian Sea under the Imams of Oman are the back- 
ground to this story, starting in 1741, of rebellion and bloodshed. In it the Imams 
Said and Baghash, and the Englishman Mathews, play an important part in those 
movements of the last century which affected this area, the suppression of slavery, 
the scramble for Africa and the onrush of missionary effort. Lady Hamilton has 
written an entertaining book, with some lapses in composition and an inadequate 
map; many readers interested in African history will find material here stimulating 
to further reading on the important and exciting events recorded. (967-81) 


Canada 
THE CULTURE OF CONTEMPORARY CANADA. Edited by 
Julian Park. Ryerson Press (Toronto, Canada), $5.75. 1957. 23 cm. 404 pages. 
Illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 
Julian Park of the University of Buffalo presents the second of his surveys of the 
culture of foreign countries. Native authorities contribute twelve essays on such 
aspects of Canadian cultural life as art, music, literature, philosophy, education, 
science and the social sciences. The editor provides a short introduction and selective 
bibliographies. The Canadian authorities are mainly academic critics, but the list 
includes practising musicians, novelists and journalists. The essays are for the most 
part historical sketches with an emphasis on developments since 1940, and with one 
exception the contributors are English-speaking Canadians. French Canadian 
developments are summarised in a 20-page essay by Mason Wade. Twenty half-tone 
plates illustrate the section on art. The index provided is inadequate. (971) 


United States of America 

THE AGE OF ROOSEVELT. Vol. I THE CRISIS OF THE OLD 
ORDER, 1919-1933. Arthur M. Schlesinger, Jr. Heinemann, 42s. 1957. 
22 cm. $82 pages. Bibliographical notes. Index. 

This is the first of several volumes planned to survey the history of the American 

people from 1919 onwards. The volume gives, in fully documented detail, a history 

of events prior to the greater age of Franklin Roosevelt’s presidency, 1933 to 1945. 
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Important as the book is to the historian, its intimate account of Roosevelt's earlier 
years and its fund of anecdote give it a popular appeal. Professor Schlesinger, who is 
Professor of History in Harvard University, is the author of several notable works, 
including The Age of Jackson, The Politics of Freedom and The Future of American 
Foreign Policy. (973°91) 


Venezuela 
THE NEW EL DORADO: VENEZUELA. Edward Ward. Hale, 18s. 
1957. 22 cm. 190 pages. Illustrations. Index. 
During a brief visit to Venezuela the author, a well-known journalist and radio 
commentator, recorded conversations with all kinds of people and saw more of the 
country than many residents of long standing. He here describes the social and 
economic revolution effected by the judicious use of oil revenues, the incredibly 
swift transformation of Caracas into the most modern of cities, the technical achieve- 
ment of oil production and refining, current agricultural research and development 
and mineral resources and exploitation, and admirably conveys the impression of a 
forward-thinking, forward-moving country with a wealth of opportunity for the 
immigrant. The book, otherwise well illustrated, incomprehensibly lacks a map.

I WISH HE WOULD NOT DIE. James Aldridge. Bodley Head, 12s.6d. 
19$7. 19 cm. 222 pages. 

A novel of considerable talent, set in war-time Cairo, which seems, however, to fall 
into two unrelated halves. Its hero has built himself an impressive reputation for 
desert reconnaissance behind the enemy’s lines, but his knowledge and resentment of 
the blunders of GHQ make him a marked man. He also has some acquaintance with 
the Egyptian nationalist movement, and these episodes, so revealing of the post-war 
history of Egypt, are impressively handled, but the two plots are not brought into 
focus with each other, except to provide an unprepared denouement. 


THE SCARLET GOOSE. E. M. Almedingen. Hutchinson, 15s. 1957. 
20°§ cm. 256 pages. 

This is an historical novel of unusual power set in a Central European city in the 
15th century. The hero belongs to a family of merchant bankers, but prefers to seek 
his fortune as a woodcarver and toymaker. The novel’s special interest consists in its 
understanding of the corporate life of a medieval city. It gives a remarkably convincing 
picture of the perpetual insecurity of life for the common man and of the sudden 
and irrational emotions of the poor towards witchcraft, heresy, disease and other 
manifestations of the unknown. 


SUGAR FOR THE HORSE. H. E. Bates. Michael Joseph, 12s.6d. 19$7. 

21 cm. 120 pages. Illustrations by Edward Ardizzone. 
Uncle Silas was the central character of a memorable book by H. E. Bates which 
appeared in 1939. This gnarled old countryman with a still unsatiated appetite for 
food, drink, pretty girls and telling stories is now brought back in twelve new tales 
rich in the flavour of southern English rural life. The leisurely comedy, lit with 
gleams of poctry, of the Uncle Silas world is admirably reflected in the illustrations 
by Edward Ardizzone. 
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AMOROUS GHOST. Pierre Bessand-Massenet. Translated from the French 
by Hugh Shelley. Elek Books, 10s.6d. 1957. 20 cm. 126 pages. 

Even in Paris a love affair between a charming courtesan of Napoleon’s time and an 
existentialist student of today is an unusual occurrence. When Panouche moves to 
new quarters in the Palais Royal he discovers he is expected to share them with 
Rost. * who has lived there for well over a hundred years, having died for un- 
requited Jove at the age of twenty. After the first shock he finds the arrangement 
most pleasing, but his twentieth-century fiancée takes a different view and matters 
are further complicated by a second phantom lady who is out to make mischief. 
Skilfully translated, this enchanting and witty ghost story could only have been 
written by a Frenchman, but readers of most nationalities will enjoy it. 


SCHLOSS FELDING. Edith de Born. Chapman & Hall, 14s. 1957. 19 cm. 
286 pages. 

The first volume of a trilogy, this novel recreates with great subtlety the self- 
indulgent and intense atmosphere of a decadent aristocratic society due to vanish 
shortly with the collapse of the Austro-Hungarian empire. An old lady recalls the 
leisurely days of her youth and the emotional turmoil of her first love at the age of 
sixteen for a middle-aged friend of the family. Edith de Born’s writing is delicately 
suggestive of the required mood and her characters are matched to their setting and 
age with intuitive understanding. 


THE SWORD OF PLEASURE, Peter Green. Murray, 16s. 1957. 20°5 cm. 
320 pages. 

Lucius Sulla (138-78 B.C.), after a distinguished military career, was appointed 
Dictator in ancient Rome to restore order to his country disorganised by civil war. 
After accomplishing his task with ruthless efficiency he, to everybody’s surprise, 
resigned his great office, and retired to write his memoirs, now unfortunately lost. 
Dr. Green in this remarkable historical novel reconstructs these memoirs showing 
Sulla reviewing, as his last duty to Rome and posterity, a career which has brought 
him opprobrium and praise. The chief characters and events are historical and the 
others typically authentic. This vivid presentation of the disintegrating Roman 
Republic makes an absorbing story with a very wide appeal. 


SELECTED STORIES. Henry James. Chosen and with an introduction 
by Gerard Hopkins. Oxford University Press, 8s.6d. 1957. 15°5 cm. 620 pages. 
(World’s Classics) 

The range of Henry James’s stories is so wide that it is difficult to fit any truly repre- 

sentative choice into a compact volume. Mr. Hopkins has here grouped the stories 

according to certain dominant themes in Henry James's fiction. The first group 
represents the celebrated topic of the American in Europe, the second deals with 
themes of fantasy and horror, while the third stresses the breadth of the author’s 
social interests and includes a little known but particularly striking late story, “The 

Bench of Desolation’. The choice is an enterprising one, even though it omits the 

important category of stories dealing with writers and artists. 


GILBERTE REGAINED. Philippe Jullian. Translated from the French 


by Jean Stewart. Hamish Hamilton, 13s.6d. 1957. 20 cm. 166 pages. Illustrations by 
the author. 


M. Jullian’s ticle-story concerns an elderly Parisian bourgeoise, whose young lodger 
discovers that she was once on the fringe of Proust’s circle and persuades her with 
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little difficulty to identify herself with the original of Proust’s heroine, Gilberte, and 
to produce a sensational book of memoirs. The remaining stories describe with gentle 
malice other reincarnations and echoes of the world of Proust’s imagination in Parisian 
or provincial life. The author is a master of period detail, and if the total effect is a 
highly literary one, it should certainly entertain the reader who enjoys pastiche. 


THE CRUISE OF THE DOLPHIN. Presented and Annotated by 
Ferdinand Lallemand. Translated from the French by Mervyn Savill. Methuen, 16s. 
1957. 19°5 cm. 160 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Maps. 

The author worked as one of the pioneers of underwater archacology in Commandant 

Cousteau’s celebrated team which examined the Grand Conclu rocks outside 

Marscilles. From evidence discovered there he has pieced together the voyage of a 

Roman merchant vessel from Delos to its final shipwreck near Marseilles, in the form 

of an imaginary captain’s log. M. Lallemand’s grasp of ancient seamanship is 

impressive, but what makes this an exceptionally fascinating narrative is his skill in 
re-creating the character, sympathies and superstitions of a merchant skipper of the 
second century B.C. The book is ably translated and excellently illustrated. 


IMAGE AND LIKENESS. Cecil Maiden. Murray, 13s.6d. 1957. 19 cm. 
224 pages. 
An unusual novel about a small boy of seven, Jonathan, whose parents, missionaries 
in China, are killed by Chinese soldiers. His nurse dies while they are escaping together. 
He is taken to an orphanage in Hong Kong and finally adopted by a rich American 
couple, whose son has recently been killed in an accident. Mrs. Angus is neurotic 
and possessive and tries too hard to force Jonathan into the mould of her dead son. 
It is a moving story, most imaginatively written from the viewpoint of a small boy. 


GOODNIGHT PELICAN. Diana Marr-Johnson. Chatto & Windus, 13s.6d. 
1957. 20 cm. 224 pages. 

Clara, the cighteen-year-old daughter of a Cambridge don, studies music in Paris 
and is befriended by a widowed Russian princess, Countess Maria, who is delighted 
when her son André and Clara fall in love. However, during the year of engagement, 
tension and jealousy soon develop between the highly emotional, possessive mother 
and the level-headed, unimaginative English girl, thus confronting André, who is 
kind and generous, with an acute conflict of loyalties. In the final outcome both women 
lose because of their inability to love unselfishly. This second novel by a young 
writer is an astute study of sharply contrasted characters who engage x A reader's 
keen interest and sympathy. 


ALL OF ONE COMPANY. Donald Moore. Hodder & Stoughton, 16s. 
1957. 20 cm. 350 pages. 

This is a well-written, extremely exciting account of a convoy bound for Russia at 
the height of the U-boat menace, seen mainly from the standpoint of the aircraft 
carrier in the escort force. It presents, with grim realism, the appalling conditions 
and hazards which the Merchant Service and the Navy (not least the pilots of the 
Fleet Air Arm) faced on the Northern Run, and it all makes very stimulating reading, 
serving also as reminder of the heights to which ordinary men rose when the occasion 
demanded the wellnigh impossible of them. 


PNIN. Vladimir Nabokok. Heinemann, 13s.6d. 1957. 20-5 cm. 192 pages. 
Professor Pnin teaches Russian in a minor college in New England. Scholarly, imprac- 
tical and with an imperfect grasp of English, he is regarded by the faculty and his 
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pupils as an amiable clown. Gradually, discreetly, it is revealed that there is tragedy 
behind the comedy; but when disaster overtakes Professor Pnin he meets it with 
absent-minded dignity and rises, buffeted but still uncrushed, to face what yet remains 
of life. Funny, nostalgic, ironical, never sentimental, Pnin could only have been 
written by a Russian. 


UP AND OUT. John Cowper Powys. Macdonald, 15s. 1957. 20-5 cm. 224 pages. 
Both the long short-stories in this volume are quite remote from the normal cate- 
gorics of fiction, except in so far as they are works of the imagination. Up and Out 
offers a serics of conversations between the four survivors of an atomic war on 
earth, interrupted by a Chinese sage, a voice from the solar system and finally by a 
debate between God and the Devil, while The Mountains of the Moon is a love-story 
of the imaginary inhabitants of earth’s satellite. As so often in Mr. Powys’s books, the 
effect trembles between the awe-inspiring and the ridiculous, depending here more 
than usual upon sheer fantasy. 


PICK OF TODAY’S SHORT STORIES 8. Edited by John Pudney. 
Putnam, 15s. 1957. 20°§ cm. 254 pages. 
The market for serious short stories in Britain today is not only notoriously limited 
but constantly shrinking; however, Mr. Pudney has assembled here a promising and 
extremely varied selection. Most of the contributors are comparatively young and 
none have yet become famous. Their themes include episodes from the late war 
and the Hungarian revolution, travels in the Mediterranean, dream sequences and 
scenes from English provincial life. The editor has insisted on a simple plot-line and 
incisive characterisation, and his selection suggests that the form still flourishes 

vigorously. 


THOSE WITHOUT SHADOWS. Frangoise Sagan. Translated from 
the French by Irene Ash. Murray, 9s.6d. 1957. 19°5 cm. 128 pages. 

Mile. Sagan’s short novel differs considerably from her first two. Instead of a compact, 
swiftly moving plot, we have a series of loosely linked scenes. The story embraces a 
group of young Parisians, energetic in the pursuit of love, but otherwise possessing 
little grip on life—a failed novelist turned publisher, his devoted but stupid wife, a 
young actress of talent entirely absorbed in achieving success, and a youth who ruins 
himself for her. Mile. Sagan’s observation is as terse and as acute as ever, but it is 
difficult to care intensely for the fate of her characters. 


SCOTTISH SHORT STORIES. Edited by Fred Urquhart. 3rd edition. 
Faber, 15s. 1957. 21 cm. 248 pages. 
The contents of this new edition have been rearranged and a number of the original 
stories replaced by new ones. Most of the stories belong to the school of realism and 
offer closely observed portraits of Scottish town or village life, with the notable 
exceptions of Eric Linklater’s sharp-tongued fantasy on an Edinburgh tramp, ‘Kind 
Kitty’, and Moray Maclaren’s ‘Checkmate’. The older generation are well repre- 
sented by John Buchan, R. B. Cunningham-Grahame and Lewis Grassic Gibbon 
and the middle generation by J. F. Hendry, Margaret Hamilton, Ruthven Todd and 
Alexander Reid; there is evidently, however, a marked shortage of young writers. 
TIME FOR A STAR. Paul Vialar. Translated from the French by Philip 
John Stead. Staples Press, 15s. 19§7. 20°5 cm. 272 pages. 
This book tells the story of the French cinema from the early silent films to the 
present by skilfully interweaving fact and fiction in the careers of three imaginary 
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stars, cach representative of an important period in the film’s development. Valerie’s 
passive beauty sufficed in the ’twenties but with the coming of the talkies her place is 
taken by Florence, in whom ambition and talent combine to produce a great actress 
of the screen, while the young and unscrupulous Aimée of the post-war era owes 
her success primarily to a shrewd understanding of the value of publicity. Around 
the stars are the men who built up the industry over three decades, including the 
characteristic figure of the brilliant, independent director who sees the film as a work 
of art and to whom the French cinema owes its international reputation. 


THE ETRUSCAN. Mika Waltari. Translated from the Finnish by Evelyn 
Ramsden. Putnam, 18s. 1957. 20-5 cm. 480 pages. 

In the comparatively familiar world of ancient Greece and Rome the Etruscans are 
still enigmatic intruders to us, so it is not surprising that Mika Waltari’s central 
character should leave the impression of a man of mystery, swayed by strange customs 
and ancestral beliefs. This is a long, picaresque-historical novel, set in the late fifth 
century B.C., which follows the hero's many travels and adventures in love and war, 
in a turbulent Mediterranean where Greeks and Persians, Sicilians and Carthaginians, 
Romans and Etruscans are struggling for mastery. Its main interest lies in its elaborate 
local colour, especially in the Italian scenes, rather than its characterisation. 














































Crime, Detection and Mystery 
ALFRED HITCHCOCK PRESENTS: Stories they wouldn’t let me do 
on TV. Edited by Alfred Hitchcock. Max Reinhardt, 18s. 1957. 22 cm. 384 pages. 

As a director of films and television plays Alfred Hitchcock has become a specialist 
in the creation of terror and suspense. But there were some stories which he was not 
allowed to produce, either because they were too subtle or too horrible, and they are 
assembled in this bloodcurdling anthology, which includes established classics of the 
macabre, such as ‘Casting the Runes’ by M. R. James and “The Dancing Partner’ by 
M. R. James, and tales by William Sansom and Ray Bradbury. 


THE TWENTY-THIRD MAN. Gladys Mitchell. Michael Joseph, 13s.6d. 
1957. 19 cm. 248 pages. 

On a Spanish-speaking island somewhere in the Atlantic twenty-three mummified 
kings of a previous race of inhabitants sit swathed and masked around a stone table 
in a mountain cave. Dame Beatrice Lestrange, on holiday from detection and 
psychiatry, notes that one of the kings is taller than the others. Meanwhile, an English 
tourist has mysteriously disappeared. . . . An interesting thriller, improbable, but 
wittier than most.

JULIE DE CARNEILHAN and CHANCE ACQUAINTANCES. 
Colette. Translated from the French by Patrick Leigh Fermor. Reprint. Penguin 
Books, 2s.6d. 1957. 18 cm. 186 pages. Paper covers. 

These two short novels, written during the occupation of France, both hark back 
to a faraway world of douceur de vie and frivolity. Chance Acquaintances is told in the 
first person and recounts a brief friendship with a married couple at a French spa; the 
heroine of the other story is an aristocratic woman in her forties, with two broken 
marriages behind her, making a gay but somewhat desperate effort to lead an indepen- 
dent life in Paris. Both are excellent specimens of Colette’s astonishing frankness of 
tone, her assurance and worldly wisdom. The translation admirably brings out the 
gift for comedy and the sophistication of her writing. 
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NOSTROMO. A Tale of the Seaboard. Joseph Conrad. Introduction by 
Richard Curle. Reprint. Dent, 8s.6d. 1957. 18-5 cm. $94 pages. Bibliography. 
(Everyman's Library) 

Nostromo, which was first published in 1904, is Conrad’s longest novel, the story of a 

revolution in a Central American republic. It is crowded with characters and incident. 

Conrad created in it a microcosmography, political and social. This year is the 

centenary of Conrad’s birth in Poland, and this volume has been produced to celebrate 

it, with an introduction by his friend and admirer Richard Curle. Incidentally, 

Nostromo is one of the very few among Conrad’s writings in which the workings of 

the author’s mind can be studied in detail. 


VICTORY. An Island Tale. Joseph Conrad. Introduction by William 
Plomer. Reprint. Oxford University Press, 8s.6d. 1957. 15°5 cm. 442 pages. (World's 
Classics) 

Conrad’s Victory, which was first published in 1915, is the best of his later Eastern 

novels. It is the study of a man who, wishing to be detached from life, was yet drawn, 

almost against his will, into the protection and defence of a wronged woman. The 
story of Heyst and Lena ends tragically, but there is nobility in both their characters, 
and the exotic background against which they spend their last days is richly painted. 

William Plomer, in a percipient introduction to this new edition, emphasises various 

aspects of Conrad’s work, in particular his deep concern with morality, which make 

it of lasting interest. 


THE TURN OF THE SCREW. THE ASPERN PAPERS. Henry 
James. New introduction by Kenneth B. Murdock. Reprint. Dent, 7s. 1957. 
18-5 cm. 314 pages. Bibliography. (Everyman’s Library) 

These two tales, perhaps the most famous that Henry James ever wrote, are particularly 

fine examples of his mastery of the long short-story. The first is a ghost story of far 

more subtle and spiritual significance than most specimens of the genre. The second 
is based on an anecdote of some Shelley letters, left with his mistress Claire Clairmont, 
and of the efforts of an American critic to gain possession. The theme of an American 
probing the buried past of Europe is handled with all James’s peculiar skill. Professor 
Kenneth Murdock writes an excellent introduction, though misdating the origin of 
The Aspern Papers. 


THE LAST DAYS OF POMPEII. Lord Lytton. Introduction by the Earl 
of Lytton. Reprint. Dent, 7s. 1957. 18-5 cm. 414 pages. Bibliography. (Everyman's 
Library) 

This novel by the popular roth century novelist Bulwer Lytton still attracts many 

readers. It tells the story of two young Greek lovers, Glaucus and Ione, and contrasts 

primitive Christianity with pagan brutality and sensuality in the crowded life of 

Roman Pompeii. The climax is the destruction of the city in A.D. 79 by the eruption 

of Vesuvius. 


THE FOUNTAIN. Charles Morgan. Reprint. Macmillan, 4s.6d. 1957. 
17 cm. 382 pages. Paper covers. (St. Martin’s Library) 

One of the best-known of Mr. Morgan’s novels, The Fountain won the Hawthornden 

Prize for 1933. It is a story of the First World War: the hero, a young publisher 

turned naval officer, is taken prisoner and, with others of his comrades, paroled in 

Holland, where he falls in love with a girl of the Dutch aristocracy, married to a 
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disabled German officer. From this situation the author creates a love affair of great 
spiritual complexity, charged with the philosophising which he has always made a 
special feature of his fiction. 


SWANN’S WAY. Marcel Proust. Translated from the French by C. K. 

Scott-Moncrieff. Reprint. Penguin Books, 6s. 1957. 18 cm. 496 pages. Paper covers. 
This book constitutes the overture, constructed with extraordinary skill, to Proust’s 
gigantic novel, Remembrance of Things Past. It introduces almost all the important 
characters and also the dominant themes of the whole work. The author pictures the 
various places where he has slept during his lifetime and the reader gradually becomes 
acquainted with Proust’s country background, the provincial circle, and thereafter 
with Swann, the central figure of this volume, his bohemian friends in Paris and with 
Gilberte whom the author loved in childhood. Mr. Scott-Moncrieft’s version must 
rank among the most impressive feats of translation from French into English ever 
achieved. 


BOOKS FOR YOUNG READERS 

Fiction 

SONGBERD’S GROVE. Anne Barrett. Collins, tos.6d. 1957. 20 cm. 

192 pages. Illustrations by David Knight. 

When Martin and his father and mother settle in London in Songberd’s Grove, a 
sadly dilapidated but beautiful row of early Georgian houses, his first act is one of 
defiance towards the bully who has terrorised the other children into subjection. His 
war against his enemy has surprising results that bring publicity, a sense of pride in 
residence, and peace to the inhabitants. The author obviously understands the feelings 
and apprehensions that beset a child. Her story is unusual and her writing has quality. 
As a tale of what one boy with courage and imagination can achieve against brute 
force, it will attract many children of 12-15. 


BACK-STAGE PORTRAIT. Pamela Brown. Nelson, 9s.6d. 1957. 20°5 cm. 
208 pages. Illustrations (1 in colour) by Drake Brookshaw. 

A quiet sixteen-year-old girl is uprooted from the peace of an English private school 

and thrown by misfortune—or luck—into a small repertory company as Assistant 

Stage Manager. She knows nothing of the theatre, but eventually is able to prove her 

worth to the director. Miss Brown has sincerity, a sound knowledge of her background 

and an easy style. Her new work should appeal to the majority of adolescent girls. 


THE MISSING MASTERPIECE. Irene Byers. Max Parrish, 9s.6d. 1957. 
19 cm. 164 pages. 
This sequel to Miss Byers’s Strange Story of Pippin Wood (1956), is set in Norway, where 
Mr. Pinelli has gone with his puppet-theatre and his young assistants Jeremy and 
Fenella to try to earn enough money to save Fenella’s theatre in Pippin Wood. 
With Martin and Linda Ainsworth, and their Norwegian friends Hans and Karen, 
they have many exciting experiences including a terrifying encounter with an 
avalanche, and help to discover a valuable painting lost during the war. For ages 10-13. 


ELIZABETH IN BROADCASTING. John Keir Cross. Chatto & Windus, 
8s.6d. 1957. 19 cm. 128 pages. Frontispiece. (Mary Dunn Career Novels) 

The greater part of this book is a fictionalised account of the work of the Broadcasting 

Staff Training College, one of the many activities of the British Broadcasting Corpora- 
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tion. The students include aspirants from all parts of the organisation who have been 
recommended for training by departmental directors. Elizabeth is a BBC secretary 
who has written radio plays and whose work is thought sufficiently promising to earn 
her further training. Mr. Cross is an established writer for children with experience 
of broadcasting, and he has written an excellent survey for ages 14-16 of the possi- 
bilities and requirements of a career in radio. 


HORSE IN THE CLOUDS. Helen Griffiths. Hutchinson, 12s.6d. 1957. 

20°§ cm. 206 pages. I!lustrations by Edward Osmond. 
This 16-year-old author’s story of the herd of wild horses which strayed on to an 
Argentine ranch and the foal which regained its freedom only to lose it again is 
imaginatively told and will please not only her contemporaries but readers many years 
her senior. The rounding up of the herd, the breaking-in of the horses and the 
atmosphere and life of the ranch are all vividly described, and there are skilful por- 
traits of the ranch owner and his family, José the chief horse breaker and of the horses 
which dominate the tale. 


KING OF THE WIND. Marguerite Henry. Constable, 12s.6d. 19$7. 20 cm. 

126 pages. Illustrations by Sheila Rose. Bibliography. 
This is a beautifully told story about the Arab stallion sent by the Sultan of Morocco 
to Louis XV which, after many misadventures, came to England and, in the stables of 
Lord Godolphin, sired the famous Godolphin Arabian breed of race horses. In out- 
line the American author follows the historical facts, and the main human character— 
the Arab horse boy who devotedly accompanies his charge through every hardship 
and is ultimatcly largely responsible for his triumph—is so sympathetically and 
imaginatively drawn that it is difficult to believe that he is fictional. For readers of all 
ages from 10 upwards. 


PIPPI IN THE SOUTH SEAS. Astrid Lindgren. Translated from the 
Swedish by Marianne Turner. Oxford University Press, 9s.6d. 1957. 21 cm. 128 pages. 
Ilustrations by Richard Kennedy. 

Pippi Longstocking is one of the most original creations in children’s stories today. 

This exuberant, fantastic, loquacious little girl goes abroad in this book with her 

friends Tommy and Annika on her father’s ship, the Hoppetossa, to Canny-Canny 

Island, where she becomes the Cannibal Princess. She organises the Canny Cannibal 

children, frustrates some pearl thieves and takes some special squigglypills to prevent 

herself from growing up. This wildly hilarious book will be a sheer delight to young 
children up to ten, and for grown-ups to read aloud. 


THE FAR HARBOUR. Naomi Mitchison. Collins, 10s.6d. 1957. 20 cm. 
192 pages. Drawings by Martin Thomas. 

Mrs. Mitchison is a distinguished writer, and also a farmer and the part-owner of a 
fishing-boat in the North of Scotland. She writes with insight and love of the High- 
landers she knows so well. Lachie is not yet fourteen, but when his father, Black Ian 
the fisherman, is disabled, he does a man’s work and learns from a young Danish 
visitor how to smoke salmon and start a new Highland industry ; the lobster-fishermen 
gain a securer livelihood when a marketing co-operative is founded: the Air Ambu- 
lance service saves a child’s life, and gives an older girl a longed-for opening into a 
nursing career. For ages 14-16. 








HE WENT WITH DAMPIER. Philip Rush. Harrap, 10s.6d. 1957. 20°5 cm. 
184 pages. Illustrations by P. A. Jobson. 

Oliver Plunkett, the hero of this story, is a wrongfully condemned convict in the 
colony of Virginia. Escaping his masters, he is befriended by that very celebrated rover, 
William Dampier, who is about to join an expedition with privateers in a captured 
ship. Their treasure hunt in the South Pacific is unsuccessful and Oliver ends his adven- 
tures abroad with a hazardous voyage in the Indian Ocean in an outrigger canoe. All 
the incidents and exploits are typical Dampier material, and should entertain adven- 
ture-loving boys of 10-14. 


RED MAN’S COUNTRY. Philip Rush. Collins, 10s.6d. 1957. 20 cm. 
256 pages. Illustrations by Brian Keogh. 

An interesting, well-told tale set in the New World in the 17th century. Sixteen-year- 
old John Brookes runs away from his uncle’s home in Lincolnshire, falls in with the 
legendary Captain John Smith and accompanies him on a voyage to found a settle- 
ment in the Americas. The voyage is endangered by treachery and intrigue, but the 
ships ultimately make landfall. The settlement is established but the settlers are faced 
with lack of supplies, Indian attacks and constant bickering within their own ranks. 
John Brookes plays a vital part in the fortunes of the settlement as a link between it 
and the Indians, and all turns out comparatively well in the end. It makes exciting 
reading for the 12-15 age group. 


ISLAND OF SEALS and Other Strange Tales. Margaret Shaw. Methuen, 
10s.6d. 19$7. 20°5 cm. 135 pages. Illustrations by Agnes Mary Pears. 

The seven stories in this book are about animals in seven countries: seals off the Welsh 
coast, swans at Abbotsbury in Dorset, a spider in one West Indian island and an 
iguana in another, monkeys in China, a hedgehog in France and a chipmunk in 
Canada. They are about children as well as animals, and while they differ in character 
—one, for instance, is an exciting tale of the French Maquis, another is a gentle story 
of a little girl’s awakening to the beauty and mystery of Nature—all are distinguished 
and original. They will appeal to thoughtful children of 8-13. 


THE KINGDOM OF PUNCH. Frank Sieman. Eyre & Spottiswoode, 
gs.6d. 1957. 19 cm. 192 pages. 

The real Mr. Punch was a king, exiled from his magical kingdom by a wicked jester 
who turned him, Queen Judy and royal dog Toby into puppets. (All other Mr. Punches 
are mere imitations.) A puppet he might have remained, but he fell by chance into 
the hands of two children who restored him to life and, after many adventures, to his 
country and throne. Mr. Sieman, an actor who has appeared in children’s television 
programmes, has based his story on a play by Frank Henderson. It should appeal to 
children of 7-10 who like adventure mixed with magic. 


FROZEN FIRE. Armstrong Sperry. Bodley Head, 10s.6d. 1957. 19 cm. 176 
pages. 

Encounters with deadly snakes and cannibal fish, with friendly Indians and with head- 
hunting Chavantes are the natural hazards of an expedition into the Mato Grosso 
interior of Brazil, and all are to be found in this exciting tale of adventure. Yet further 
elements of danger, intrigue and treachery are provided by a secret quest for ‘frozen 
fire’, or diamonds, and for buried Inca treasure. The author worthily maintains his 
reputation in this first-rate story for boys of 11-14. 
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THE BLACK ARROW. A Tale of the Two Roses. Robert Louis 
Stevenson. Dent, 10s.6d. 1957. 20°5 cm. 288 pages. Illustrations (4 in colour) by 
Lionel Edwards. (Children’s Illustrated Classics) 

A well-known adventure story for boys, first published in 1888. The scene is 15th 

century England during the Wars of the Roses. There is plenty of excitement and 

brisk movement, and although the book does not rank with Treasure Island it is much 
better written and more rewarding than most books of the kind. 


THE SILVER BRANCH. Rosemary Sutcliff. Oxford University Press, 
12s.6d. 19$7. 22 cm. 226 pages. Illustrations by Charles Keeping. 
Miss Sutcliff has excelled herself in this book, and confirmed her position as one of the 
foremost authors of historical novels for young readers. The scene is Roman Britain 
in the third century A.D., when Carausius has made himself Emperor and the Saxon 
‘sea wolves’ are raiding the coasts. Two young men, a centurion and an army surgeon, 
try in vain to thwart a conspiracy against Carausius, and after his assassination they 
act as secret agents of Rome until they can lead their motley followers in open 


rebellion. The story is remarkably absorbing, convincing and alive. The book is very 
well illustrated and produced. 


THE AMATEUR COMPANY. Ronald Syme. Hodder & Stoughton, 
10s.6d. 19$7. 22-5 cm. 160 pages. Illustrations by William Stobbs. 
A well-written adventure story which is concerned more with solid achievement than 
with danger. Young Joe Braddell, the 15-year-old son of a wealthy Australian, is on a 
visit to his uncle, a retired sea-captain, when the latter receives a plea from a fare 
sighted missionary at Arorangi, in the Hervey Islands, to come “a help the island 
put itself on a paying commercial basis. Joe and his uncle accept the challenge and, 
aided by two young American visitors, tackle the enormous task of developing 
Arorangi’s natural resources. The life of the island is described with considerable veri- 


similitude and the book should appeal to most young readers between the ages of 12 
and 15/16. 


LOTTIE. John Symonds. Bodley Head, 7s.6d. 1957. 21 cm. 40 pages. Illustrations by 
Edward Ardizzone. 

Lottie is a talking doll who, rather than be sold, runs away with dog Toby and sets 
up shop first in Yarmouth and then in London where, unfortunately, she is discovered 
and sold to Lord Cherrymantle, who is delighted when she succeeds in making his 
sad little daughter smile. But Lottie grows sad herself because she has lost Toby, and 
a search is instituted for him which is at last successful. A charmingly told, delightfully 
illustrated little tale which the young child is certain to enjoy. 


ANATOLE. Eve Titus. Bodley Head, 7s.6d. 1957. 25 cm. 32 pages. Illustrations 
(some in colour) by Paul Galdone. 

Anatole is a French mouse who lives in a mouse village near Paris. He is so disturbed 
to hear that mice are ill regarded by human beings that he secretly makes himself 
cheese taster at a cheese factory, working at night and leaving his opinion neatl 
attached to each cheese. The factory prospers and Anatole’s self-respect is restored. 
This gaily illustrated, amusing little story will entertain many children among the 
very young. 
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MAGIC IN MY POCKET. A Selection of Tales. Alison Uttley. Penguin 
Books, 3s.6d. 1957. 18 cm. 256 pages. Decorations by Judith Brook. Paper covers. 
(Puffin Story Books) 

Children, parents and teachers who do not already know Alison Uttley’s delightful 

books will find this selection an excellent introduction to them. Three of the stories 

are from her books of childhood reminiscence, The Country Child and Country Hoard, 
which recapture so movingly the experiences of a little girl growing up on a farm. 

The others consist of children’s tales, some fairy-stories, stories of Tim Rabbit, Sam 

Pig and Brock the Badger—characters beloved by many modern children. They are 

suitable for all ages up to about nine. 


LITTLE HOUSE ON THE PRAIRIE. Laura Ingalls Wilder. Methuen, 
12s.6d. 1957. 19 cm. 216 pages. Illustrations by Garth Williams. 

In this book the Ingalls leave Wisconsin, the scene of the author’s previous popular 
book Little House in the Big Woods, and make for the prairie country in the west, where 
the Indians live. There they stay for a year until they are ejected by the government. 
The book is full of homely detail, of building and making a home and cultivating 
the land, but there is no lack of event: encounters with Indians and wolves, a prairie 
fire, an attack of fever. It is an interesting account of hardy pioneering, aly and 
straightforwardly written, that will appeal to many children of 10-14. 


THE TWINS OF CEYLON. Harry Williams. Introduction by Rhoda 

Power. Cape, 8s.6d. 1957. 20°5 cm. 184 pages. Illustrations by Jane Paton. 
In this addition to the long series of Twins of many countries, the nine-year-olds 
Singha and Nona are the children of the village headman. The story centres round 
the children’s adventurous and finally successful attempts to free their father from the 
hands of a moneylender. The book contains some sensitive descriptions of jungle life, 
and an exciting pearl-fishing climax. But though the story is excellent, the special 
charm of the book lies in its portrayal of village life in Ceylon and in particular the 
lives, at once adventurous and idyllic, of its two delightful protagonists. An admirable 
book for children of 8-12. 


MYSTERY CRUISE. Andrew Wood. Max Parrish, 9s.6d. 1957. 19 cm. 
182 pages. 

An exciting, swift-moving tale of the pursuit of thieves who have stolen a Saxon 
crown and regalia from Colchester Museum. Two orphan children of a river-police- 
man, picked up by a sailing barge when their skiff collides with a timber-boat on the 
Thames, meet characters involved in the theft. A thrilling chase, kidnappings, angry 
river-police, and the vital part played by a television-sct and a talking parrot contri- 
bute to the general excitement. The story is full of river and bird-lore, the style lively 
and the characterisation convincing. Suitable for children of 11-14. 


Non-fiction 

THE F.A. BOOK FOR BOYS—Number 10. Heinemann in association 
with Naldrett Press, 12s.6d. 1957. 24°5 cm. 192 pages. Numerous illustrations (some 
in colour). 

This popular annual devoted to Association Football is produced in close collaboration 

with the Football Association’s Coaching Department and is issued with the full 

approval of the Football Association. Many well-known footballers, sporting journa- 

lists and cartoonists are among the contributors to a book which contains much infor- 

mation about the game, as well as many entertaining features and hundreds of 

illustrations. It is suitable for all boys of ten years and upwards. 
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THE EARLY EXPLORERS. Isabel Barclay. Dobson, 10s.6d. 1957. 20°5 cm. 
154 pages. Maps by Rafael Palacios. Index. (Worlds Without End) 

The author covers early exploration, from the ancient Egyptians to Marco Polo, in 
eleven episodes. The selection is an interesting one, for, though the stock figures are 
included, there are chapters on less hackneyed themes, such as the achievements of 
Minoans, Phoenicians and Carthaginians. By relating the explorers and their aims to 
the historical background, she shows that exploration is much more than the exploits 
of adventurous individuals. The narratives are vigorously written, sometimes in a 
rather free, dramatic style: this brings out the essential points, and should stimulate 
the young reader of eleven upwards to seek further information. Pains have been taken 
to make the sketch maps attractive and informative. 


FAMOUS SAILING SHIPS OF THE WORLD. D. P. Capper. 
Muller, 9s.6d. 1957. 19 cm. 144 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams and maps by Yolanda 
Capper. (Globe Books) 

Written to appeal to children from eleven upwards, Commander Capper’s survey 

covers such ships as the Roman, Egyptian and Viking traders, the Great Harry, 

Drake’s Golden Hind, Nelson’s Victory, the Cutty Sark, and the Cape Horners. For 

good measure he includes an account of the mystery surrounding the abandonment 

of the American brigantine Mary Celeste. Useful line drawings show how sails were 
set, and how their shapes gradually evolved through the ages. 


THE TRUE BOOK ABOUT OIL. Frederick E. Dean. Muller, 8s.6d. 
1957. 19 cm. 142 pages. Illustrations by A. H. Rolfe. 

A well-written account of the petroleum industry in all its stages from the initial 

search to the final utilisation of the various products. The book is aimed at the 

14-16-year-old reader and is designed to give a good understanding of what takes 

place in the industry. 


WAS IT A GOOD TRADE: Beatrice Schenk de Regniers Collins, 5s. 
1957. Obl. 21 cm. 32 pages. Drawings in colour by Irene Haas. 
A LITTLE HOUSE OF YOUR OWN. Beatrice Schenck de Regniers. 
Collins, $s. 1957. 23°5 cm. 40 pages. Drawings by Irene Haas. 
Here are two books for very small children with a refreshingly new approach in 
content and illustration. Was It a Good Trade? is a set of verses, based on an old 
folk-song, in which an old man trades his knife for a wife, his cake for a rake, and 
so on. They are amusingly inconsequential and have the repetitions that small children 
love. A Little House of Your Own, an imaginative account of all the secret houses 
children can invent, in trees, under tables, in boxes, shows intuitive understanding of 
a child’s outlook. Both books are illustrated with great charm and wit with delicate 
line drawings, a little in the manner of Ronald Searle. 


FAMOUS LOCOMOTIVES OF THE WORLD. G. Hamilton Ellis. 
Muller, 9s.6d. 1957. 19 cm. 144 pages. Illustrations. Drawings by the author. 
(Globe Books) 

Writing mainly for boys from eleven upwards, Mr. Hamilton Ellis, who is one of 
the most authoritative writers on railways, surveys some famous locomotives since 
that early 19th century marvel, the Rocket. Although emphasis is upon Great Britain, 
other countries are included, and the wonders of recent electric traction are not 
overlooked. Mr. Ellis adds interest by drawing on his own experiences and reminis- 
cences to a greater extent than is usual in such books. 
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EVERY CHILD’S BOOK OF DANCE AND BALLET. Edited by A. H. 
Franks. Burke, 15s. 1957. 25 cm. 128 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Musical examples, 
This collection of simple and practical articles specially written by contributors to 
the Dancing Times is intended chiefly for the young dancer aged nine or ten. Some 
articles will interest the older professional student. Others are for children who have 
no theatrical ambitions. Six } se (with the music for them) fully described and 
illustrated will also be useful to teachers. A new feature is the simple exposition by 
authorities of the first principles of the Benesh and Labanotation dance notation 
systems. 


STORIES OF YOUR STAMPS. A. M. Granger. Nelson, $s. 1957. 
18°5 cm. 128 pages. Illustrations. 

An excellent introduction to stamp collecting for young boys and girls. The text is 
mainly devoted to the stories illustrated by the stamps of various nations, particularly 
in such matters as the commemoration of outstanding historical events, of great 
personalities and of developments in science and discovery. The stories are vividly 
told and are just the sort of thing to stimulate the interest of the young both in the 
events portrayed and in collecting the stamps themselves. 


THE BOYS’ BOOK OF EXPLORATION. Edited by Sir Edmund 

Hillary. Cassell, 12s.6d. 1957. 22 cm. 208 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. 
Twelve excerpts from stories of modern exploration in all parts of the world, mostly 
told by the explorers themselves. They include the final ascent of Everest, Byrd’s 
flight over the South Pole, Casteret’s descent into the world’s deepest chasm, 
Cousteau’s first aqualung dive, and an article on space travel. Young readers in 
their teens will read this book with avidity, and many may be encouraged to proceed 
to the complete works from which these samples are taken. 


HEROES OF NOWADAYS. David Howarth. Collins, 12s.6d. 1957. 
21°5 cm. 256 pages. Drawings by Leonard Rosoman. 

These are stories of people of our own time who, by their courage and achievement, 
have set an example to their fellow men. They include Augustine Courtauld; Andy 
Lassen, the Dane; Leif (‘Shetland’) Larsen, the Norwegian; Tenzing, the Sherpa; 
and Albert Schweitzer. There are also chapters on the day-to-day work of test pilots 
and on the quiet unfailing courage of the men and women of London under con- 
centrated air attack. The stories are told simply and factually, without dramatised 
heroics, and lose nothing of their impact thereby. Young readers of 15 upwards will 
find stimulating reading here. 


CHURCHES AND CATHEDRALS: Their Building and their Use. 
Helen and Richard Leacroft. Penguin Books, 3s.6d. 1957. Obl. 22 cm. 32 pages. 
Illustrations (some in colour). Paper covers. (Puffin Picture Books) 

The various styles of architecture in church building from early Saxon times to 

modern post-war days are dealt with by means of many excellent illustrations and 

clear explanations. The distinguishing features of arch, window, roofs, vaulting and 


towers are considered in detail, and attention is given to furniture, monuments and 
internal decoration. Of particular interest are the architectural changes resulting from 
religious reforms and the exigencies of post-war restoration. The authors have 
emphasised what the church meant to the people throughout the centuries. An 
extremely interesting book for young readers from 12 to 16, and undoubtedly for 
budding young architects.
